Dental  Benefit 

A  conference  of  approved  societies  (under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts)  opposed  to  the  new  scale  of 
dental  charges  {C.  d-  D.,  Decem^ber  18,  p.  913),  held  in 
London  on  January  8,  adopted  a  resolution  recording  an 
emphatic  protest  against  the  new  scale,  and  affirming 
that  the  old  scale  gave  adequate  remuneration  for  the 
services  rendered.  It  further  protested  that  the  so-called 
new  scale  placed  the  dental  benefit  beyond  the  possibility 
of  thousands  of  poorer  insured  members  ;  that  it  enjoined 
on  the  approved  societies  the  necessity  of  keeping  secret 
from  their  membersliip  the  detailed  cost  of  dental  benefit 
and  the  expenditure  of  their  own  money;  and  that  it 
encouraged  patcliing  and  inefficient  treatment  under  the 
designation  of  conservative  treatment.  It  went  on  to 
declare  that  it  was  unjust  to  impose  such  large  additional 
charges  on  the  funds  of  these  insured  persons  at  the 
present  time.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  take  such 
sfeps  in  furtherance  of  the  opposition  to  the  scale  as 
was  deemed  necessary.  Eighty  of  the  148  societies 
affiliated  to  the  Association  of  Approved  Societies  v.ere 
representeid.  A  circular  (A.S.  259)  has  been  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  adoption  of  the  new 
scale  of  charges  by  any  societj'  carries  with  it  a  right 
on  the  part  of  the  society  to  make  use  of  the  proposed 
service  of  regional  dental  officers,  to  adopt  the  model 
dental  letter,  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  arrangements 
set  up  by  the  Dental  Benefit  Joint  Committee  for  dealing 
with  complaints  and  disputes.  The  model  letter  (Form 
A.B.  5)  has  already  been  circulated  to-  the  societies. 
The  main  features  of  the  scheme  of  regional  officers  is 
as  follows  :  In  the  first  instance  seven  full-time  regional 
dental  officers  will  be  appointed,  of  whom  two  will  be 
stationed  in  London,  one  each  in  the  areas  centred  upon 
Manchester,  Birmingham  and  Leeds,  one  in  Cardiff  and 
one  in  Glasgow,  and  arrangements  will  be  made  for 
sessions  at  appropriate  places  throughout  the  respective 
areas.  The  duties  of  the  officers  will  be  :  (i)  The  exami- 
nation of  such  estimates  for  dental  treatment  and  such 
patients  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Central 
Departments,  the  Dental  Benefit  Joint  Committee,  ap- 
proved societies  which  are  parties  to  the  agreed  scheme,, 
or  dentists;  (ii)  the  examination  of  the  quality,  work- 
manship or  fitting  of  dentures  or  other  work  or  material 
involved  in  carrying  out  such  estimates;  and  (iii)  making 
any  inquiries  at  the  direction  of  the  Central  Departments 
into  matters  relating  to  d«ntal  treatment  under  the 
sclieme. 

Leicester

Mr.  Mitchell  C.  B^ss,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  son  of  Mr.  David 
Eoss,  chemist  and  druggist  (W.  Paterson  &  Sons,  manu- 
facturing chemists),  Aberdeen,  has  been  taken  into  part- 
nership in  the  firm. 

Chemists  and  medical  practitioners  in  Greenoclc  a)e 
joining  forces  on  January  24,  when  a  lecture  on  "  Duct- 
less Glands  "  is  to  be  given  by  Dr.  J.  Stanley  White, 
of  the  staff  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  The  directors  of 
the  local  hospital  have  given  facilities  for  the  meeting. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Highland  and  Agri- 
cultural Society,  held  in  Edinburgh  on  January  5,  Dr. 
J.  F.  Tocher,  Ph.C,  the  Society's  chemist,  submitted 
his  report  on  fertilisers,  feeding-stuffs  and  other  samples 
sent  for  analysis.  Fertilisers  used  for  growing  sugar 
beet  were  sulphate  of  ammonia,  superphosphate,  and 
potash  salts.  He  warned  farmers  against  the  use  of 
compound  fertilisers  with  proprietary  names  and  sold  at 
very  high  prices.  Farmers  should  get  valuations  of  such 
manures  made  prior  to  purchase,  and  they  would  thei; 
be  able  to  compare  the  price  with  the  price  of  other 
compound  fertilisers  containing  the  same  proportions  of 
fertilising  constituents  as  those  present  in  the  proprietary 
article.  Dr.  Tocher  concluded  his  report  by  stating  that 
the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926,  gave  greater 
protection  than  hitherto  to  the  purchaser  of  fertilisers 
and  feeding  stuffs,  llie  provisions  bearing  on  sampling 
and  on  civil  and  criminal  cases  were  fair  and  just  to 
manufacturer.^  and  to  traders  generally. 

Glasgow 

In  a  lengthy  article  in  the  "  Glasgow  Herald,"  January 
5,  Dr.  W.  B.  Davidson  gave  a  resume  of  the  chemical 
trade  in  this  country  and  in  Germany,  and  drew  a.  com- 
parison between  the  training  of  tlie  German  research 
chemist  and  the  less  thorough  British  methods.  Aniline 
dyes,  fixation  of  nitrogen,  specialisation  and  the  produc- 
tion of  artificial  manures  were  also  dealt  with,  the 
whole  being  supplemented  by  statistical  tables. 

At  a  meeting  of  Glasgow  Corporation,  on  January  6, 
a  discussion  aiose  on  methylated  spirit  drinking.  One 
member  stated  that  there  had  been  compiled  a  report 
containing  tlie  names  of  chemists  and  others  who  supplied 
known  drinkers,  and  he  suggested  it  would  be  advisable 
to  publish  the  names,  as  citizens  ought  to  know  those 
traders  who  were  making  profits  by  poisoning  people. 
The  pioposal  is  to  be  brought  before  the  magistrates' 
committee.

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

M.  L.  C.  Gaillard,  president  of  the  Paris  Society 
of  Pharmacy  for  1927,  is  an  army  pharmacist,  and 
spent  the  first  twenty  years  of  his  military  service 
principally  in  Algeria.  He  came  to  the  Paris  Central 
Military  Pharmacy  in  1899,  and  three  years  later  was 
appointed  assistant  professor  at  the  Val-de-Grace  School 
of  Application.  On  the  death  of  M.  Georges  in  1908  he 
became  professor  at  the  same  school.  He  is  now  sixty- 
seven  years  of  age.  M.  Dumesnil  has  been  elected 
vice-president,  and  MM.  Vaudin  and  Herissey  ftiembers 
of  the  council  of  the  Society. 

Botany  at  Versailles. — ^Probably  few  visitors  to  Ver- 
sailles are  aware  that  when  walking  from  the  Petit 
Trianon  to  the  Hameau  of  Marie-Antoinette  they  pass 
over  the  nursery  of  the  natural  system  of  botanical 
classification.  Bernard  de  Jussieu,  when  asked  by 
Louis  XV  to  add  a  botanical  garden  to  the  Trianon, 
chose  the  plot  just  inside  the  little  gate  through  which 
all  visitors  now  enter  Marie-Antoinette's  "  jardin 
anglais."  He  was  at  first  tempted  to  lay  it  out  accord- 
ing to  the  then  new  and  popular  system  of  Linnaeus, 
but  finally  decided  to  adopt  the  "  natural  system,"  of 
which  he  was  the  pioneer. 

Potash  agreement. — M.  Queuille,  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, received  a  few  days  ago  the  delegates  of  the  potash 
mines  of  Alsace  and  Germany,  who  called  to  inform  him 
that  the  temporary  agreement  made  between  the  French 
Societe  Commerciale  des  Potasses  d'Alsace  and  the 
German  Kalisyndikat  had  now  been  placed  on  a  more 
definite  footing.  The  orders  received  will  at  present 
be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  70  per  cent,  to  the  Kali- 
syndikat and  30  per  cent,  to  the  French  company,  but, 
as  the  demand  grows,  the  proportion  accorded  to  the 
lattei  will  be  gradually  increased  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  Societe  Commerciale  will  be  allotted  50  per  cent, 
of  the  total  as  soon  as  this  exceeds  840,000  tons  of 
pure  potash,  and  in  any  case  in  five  years  at  the  latest. 
The  Minister  congratulated  the  delegates  on  their 
arrangements,  and  remarked  that  not  only  France  and 
Germany,  but  the  world  in  general,  would  benefit  by  their 
endeavours  to  increase  profits,  not  by  raising  prices,  but 
by  increasing  output  and  distribution. 

At  the  inauguration  of  the  monument  to  Leon 
VVinsback  at  Briey  (Lorraine),  Professor  Bruntz,  Dean 
of  the  Nancy  Faculty  of  Pharmacy,  gave  the  full  story 
of  his  death.  On  August  5,  1914,  Briey  was  temporarily 
occupied  by  the  Germans,  i5ut  after  the  fight  at  Etain 
they  retired  a  short  distance.  As  the  road  to  Verdun 
remained  free,  the  local  subprefect  and  Winsback  profited 
by  this  circumstance  to  take  certain  official  records  out 
of  the  reach  of  the  enemy.  This  was  on  August  18. 
The  next  day,  about  noon,  a  small  troop  of  German 
cavalry  entered  the  town.  The  lieutenant  in  command 
led  his  men  to  where  Winsback's  pharmacy  stood,  dis- 
mounted, and  entered,  leaving  a  sergeant,  revolver 
in  hand,  on  the  steps  outside  the  shop.  The  pharmacist 
had  just  finislred  lunch,  and  was  taking  coffee  in  the 
shop  parlour  with  his  family  and  his  brother  Charles. 
When  the  officer  demanded  ''  the  pharmacist  Winsback," 
Charles  stepped  forward,  but  Leon  rose,  staying,  "  I  am 
the  pharmacist;  Charles,  don't  put  yourself  in  my  place." 
"  I  have  a  word  to  say  to  you,"  said  the  officer.  "  Did 
you  not  go  to  Etain  yesterday?  "  "I  did."  "You 
are  a  spy."  "  That  is  not  true."  "  Follow  me,"  said 
the  lieutenant.  The  tyvo  walked  to  the  next  corner. 
Charles  accompanied  them,  and  the  troopers  followed. 
Tlie  pharmacist's  family  watched  the  scene  from  outside 
the  shop.  Leon's  face  was  turned  to  the  wall,  and  the 
sergeant  covei'ed  Charles  with  his  revolver.  Leon  turned 
round  and  folded  his  arms.  "  You  would  not  do  that, 
you  curs  !  "  he  cried.  Three  soldiers  stepped  up  close 
to  him  and  fired,  and  the  pharmacist  fell.  The  troopers 
leapt  to  their  saddles  and  rode  off  in  search  of  the 
subprefect,  who  had  escaped.  The  German  military 
authorities  noted  in  the  local  register  of  deaths  that 
Leon  Winsback  "  died  on  the  Place  Thiers  after  some 
German  cavalry  had  been  fired  upon."  This  entry 
lias  since  been  revised. 
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Legal  Reports 

Taxoi  Trade  Mark. — In  tlie  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  ;  before  Mr.  Justice  Clauson, 
recently,  Albert  Alberman,  6  Bennett  Street,  London, 
W.l,  consented  to .  a  perpetual  injunction  restraining 
him  from  infringing  Trade  Mark  No.  469, C95,  belonging 
to  the .  plaintiffs.  Continental  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  sole 
distributors  of  ''  Taxol  "  in  the  United  Kingdom.  An 
order  for  inquiry  into  damages  and  the  payment  of  the 
costs  by  tha  defendant  was  made. 

tnjunction  Granted  In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 

High  Court,  London,  on  January  12,  Cadbury  Brothers, 
Ltd.,  Bournville,  Birmingham,  were  granted  a  perpetual 
injunction  to  restrain  Emile  Draps  &  Co.,  Ltd._,  and 
A.  W.  Golding  from  passing  off  chocolate  not  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  as  that  of  the  plaintiffs.  It  was 
stated  by  tlie  applicants'  counsel  that  the  defendant 
company  had  imported  and  distributed  a  brand  of  choco- 
late named  "  Bournemouth.''  The  defendants  submitted 
to  the  injunction,  and  agreed  tcT  pay  £100  damages  and 
costs. 

Unauthorised  Possession. — At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court,  London,  on  January  12,  George  F.  Williams  (42), 
Elmhurst  Mansions,  Clapham,  S.W.,  described  as  a 
chauffeur,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  an  indictment  charging 
him  with  having  cocaine  in  his  possession  without  being 
licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  otherwise  lawfully 
authorised  to  import  or  manufacture  that  drug.  Mr. 
Eustace  lii'uUon,  prosecuting,  said  that  33.88  oz.  was 
found.  The  accused,  on  November  24,  was  introduced  to  a 
detective-sergeant ;  later  he  produced  an  attache  case 
containing  the  cocaine,  which  he  offered  for  £200.  After 
he  was  arrested,  the  accused  told  the  police  that  he 
purchased  the  cocaine  from  a  man  in  Alsace  for  £121. 
He  was  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprisonment  in 
the  second  division. 

Entries  Overlooked.— At  Merthyr  Tydfil  PoKce  Court 
recently,  Mr.  Ifor  Llewelyn  Richards,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Treharris,  was  summoned  for  having  supplied  a 
certain  drug  to  Mr.  T.  F.  French,  dentist,  without  making 
an  entry  in  his  register.  Detective-Sergeant  Charles 
Hunter,  Merthyr,  stated  that  he  visited  the  defendant's 
shop  on  December  20,  and  told  him  he  wished  to  inspect 
his  book  under  the  powers  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920.  The  defendant  produced  his  book,  and  witness  said 
he  found  three  prescriptions  (dated  July  14,  September  11, 
and  October  18)  which  had  not  been  entered.  The 
defendant  then  said  :  "  They  have  been  overlooked,  and 
I  had  to  get  fresh  ones."  The  Defendant  :  Were  they 
prescriptions  or  orders  ? — I  think  they  were  prescriptions. 
The  Defendant  ;  No,  they  are  only  orders  for  supplying. 
Mr.  T.  F.  French,  dentist,  said  that  three  orders  pro- 
duced for  cocaine  were  in  his  handwriting,  and  they  were 
entered  in  his  register.  A  couple  of  days  might  elapse 
between  the  date  of  the  order  and  that  on  which  it  was 
delivered  Mr.  Richards  denied  the  imputed  offence.  He 
explained  that  Sergeant  Hunter  had  a  few  of  the  orders 
in  his  hand  which  he  (defendant)  recognised  as  coming 
from  Mr.  French.  The  sergeant  observed  :  "  This  man 
should  have  signed  these  orders  '  for  dental  purposes 
only,'  "  to  which  witness  replied  he  was  not  aware  of  that. 
The  sergeant  then  said  :  "  Yes,  I  will  take  them  to  him, 
have  them  corrected,  and  post  them  back  to  you."  There- 
upon witness  allowed  the  forms  to  leave  his  custody. 
By  Chief-Constable  Davies  :  The  sergeant  did  not  tell 
him  that  he  would  be  reported  for  not  keeping  the  book 
up  to  date,  and  there  was  no  such  conversation  as  that 
in  which  witnes.s  was  said  to  have  replied  that  the  pre- 
scriptions had  been  overlooked,  and  that  he  had  to  get 
fresh  ones.  The  Magistrate  :  Is  it  your  practice,  when 
you  get  orders  from  French,  to  enter  thfm  in  yom'  book 
at  the  time? — Yes,  we  have  to  do  so  by  law  :  all  the 
entries  are  here  in  the  book,  but  the  sergeant  missed  some 
of  them  owing  to  the  "  tab  "  on  the  book.  I  contend 
that  Sergeant  Hunter  turned  the  "  tab  "  over,  found  a 
blank  page,  and  missed  the  entries.  He  did  not  see  the 
two  sections  of  the  book.  I  say  the  entries  were  there  at 
the  time.  The  Magistrate  :  We  think  it  is  possible  that 
Sergeant  Hunter  may  liave  overlooked  the  page,  and  we 
do  not  think  he  saw  the  contents.  The  summons  is 
dismissed.

The  expression  '"  corrected  figures  "  has  reference  to 
our  practice  of  deleting  from  the  official  list  deaths  attri- 
buted to  coal  gas,  growing  plants,  insect  stings,  and  so 
forth.  Anaesthetics  have,  during  the  past  few  years, 
heen  dealt  with  by  the  Registrar-General  as  a  separate 
section  of  his  report;  but,  although  they  do  not  enter 
into  our  tables,  they  are  of  sufficient  scientific  interest  to 
warrant  the  citation  of  a  short  passage.  "  For  the  fifth 
time  in  succession,"  he  writes,  "  the  total  number  of 
d«aths  .  .  .  (429)  is  considerably  higher  than  in  any 
of  the  earlier  years  since  1910,  for  which  alone  the  com- 
plete figures  are  available.  ...  At  least  three  possi- 
bilities have  to  be  considered;  (1)  The  proportion  of 
deaths  to  administrations  may  be  increasing;  (2)  the 
frequency  of  administration  niay  be  increasing  so  rapidity 
-as  of  itself  to  account  .  for  the  increase  in  the  deaths : 
(3)  the  proportion  of  the  actual  fatalities  which  are 
recorded  may  be  increasing."  The  Registrar-General 
finds  no  solution  of  the  problem ;  but  he  gives  an  analysis 
of  the  different  types  of  anaesthetics  used.  It  appears 
that  in  1901-05  chloroform  was  the  only  anaesthetic  re- 
ported in  the  case  of  84  per  cent,  of  the  fatalities  asso 
ciated  with  named  anaesthetics ;  this  proportion  has 
continually  fallen,  till  in  1921-24  it  amounts  to  only  24 
per  cent.  The  corresponding  proportion  of  casualties 
under  ether  (alone  or  with  nitrous  oxide)  has  risen  from 
7  to  28  per  cent.,  and  that  under  chloroform  and  ether 
from  2  to  33  per  cent.,  these  increases  applying  with 
considerable  similarity  to  all  ages.  The  small  propor- 
tion associated  with  A.C.E.  mi-xture  has  remained  fairly 
constant  (3  to  4  per  cent.).  Inquiries  sent  to  medical 
practitioners  and  coroners  requesting  further  information 
as  to  indefinitely  certified  deaths  amounted  to  6,586 ; 
5,891  replies  were  received,  of  which  5,217  amplified 
previous  information.  It  thus  appears  that  1,369  persons 
died  during  the  year  from  causes  insufficiently  ascertained 
— a  state  of  things  which,  apparently,  can  only  be 
remedied  by  the  adequate  education  of  those  concerned  or 
by  specific  legislation.  The  Registrar-General  intimates 
that  the  time  and  expense  involved  in  pursuing  inquiries 
of  the  kind  just  mentioned  until  every  doubtful  case  had 
been  cleared  up  would  be  prohibitive  in  present  circum- 
stances. 

Turning  to  -the  features  of  the  report  that  particularly 
concern  the  drug  trade,  the  first  thing  that  strikes  the 
attention  is  the  continued  decrease  in  the  number  of 
accidental  poisonings.  The  year  under  review  shows  the 
lowest  total  on  this  side  of  the  table  since  the  Registrar- 
General,  in  1881,  first  separated  accidental  and  suicidal 
poisonings.  Selecting  the  four  years  of  this  period  in 
which  the  total  poisoning  figures  are  nearest  to  those  of 
1924,  we  get  the  following  comparison  : —

It  may  be  mentioned,  in  jjassing,  that  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  in  1886  was  less  than  the  present 
figure  by  over  11,000,000.  As  to  individual  poisons,  it  is 
clear  that  those  of  a  corrosive  nature  have  regained  the 
■  prominence  noticeable  before  1914,  especially  as  means  of 
suicide.    Of  the  total  of  404  suicidal  deaths  by  poison, 


111  (i.e.,  27.48  per  cent.)  are  due  to  lysol,  60  to  iiydro- 
chloric  acid,  38  to  oxalic  acid,  35  to  carbolic  acid,  and  17 
to  ammonia,  these  five  headings  thus  accounting  for  261 
fatalities.  In  the  previous  year  the  corresponding  figures 
were  252  and  404;  in  1922.  252  and  428;  and  in  1900, 
the  pre-war  year  with  the  nearest  total  suicide  figure, 
230  and  432.  (In  1900,  however,  lysol  did  not  appear 
in  the  report. )  The  only  other  feature  that  appears  to 
call  for  remark  is  the  continued  lowness  of  sedative  and 
hypnotic  poisons — opium,  belladonna  and  so  forth. 
Chlorodyne  is  a  striking  instance;  and,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  have  to  go  back  to  the  year  1909  in  order 
to  find  a  combined  accident  and  suicide  total  running 
into  double  figures,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the 
"  panicky  "  obiter  clkJa  of  coroners  and  other  people 
who  should  be  better  informed.  The  full  table  for  three

cf  Great  Britain 
Evening  Meeting  in  London 

The  lecture-theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square  was  well 
filled  for  the  Society's  evening  meeting,  on  January  11, 
with  an  audience  in  which  youth  predominated.

C.  E.  Corfield,  Mr.  H.  Deane,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  Mr. 
R.  Fouracre,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin, 
Mr.  A.  R.  Melhufsh,  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor,  Mr.  Philip 
F.  Rowsell,  Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Self,  Professor  J.  Small,  Mr.

Having  welcomed  Professor  James 
Small  (Belfast)  and  Mr.  John  Smith  (Dublin),  who,  he 
said,  had  that  day  been  in  consultation  with  the  Council, 
the  President  called  on  Mr.  Franklin  to  read  a  paper 
entitled  : — ■ 

Notes  and  Criticisms  on  Preparations  of  the 
B.P.,  1914 

By  J.  H.  Fhanklin,  Ph.C. 

[Abstract] 

My  object  is  to  point  out  the  defects  of  a  number  of 
galenicals  in  the  B.P.  and  also  to  offer  some  observations 
from  our  experiences  as  to  the  way  in  which  these  defects 
can  be  remedied.  Many  preparations  in  the  B.P.  are 
rarely  or  never  used,  and  suggestions  are  made  with  a 
view  to  deletion. 

Acid.  Phosph.  Dil.—In  the  B.P.,  1898,  this  contained 
13.8  per  cent,  of  acid,  but  in  the  1914  Pharmacopoeia  the 
acid  was  reduced  to  10  per  cent.,  with  the  result  that  it 
frequently  goes  mouldy  when  kept  in  "  shop  rounds." 
This  is  a  great  disadvantage  Irom  the  dispenser's  pomi 
of  view,  becaijse  prescriptions  which  should  keep  in  good 
condition  for  si.x  or  seven  -days  are  liable  to  develop 
fungoid  growths  in  two  or  three  days  when  dispensed 
with  this  defective  acid.  It  would  be  more  satisfactory 
to  "increase  the  strength  to  12^  per  cent,  by  weight,  or 
even  return  to  the  former  strength  of  13.8  per  cent. — 
failing  this,  to  dilute  the  strong  acid  with  chloroform 
water.  If  the  strength  is  increased,  the  dose  will  not 
require  any  change. 

Acid.  Sidph  Aroinat. — The  esterification  which  takes 
place  in  this  preparation  quickly  brings  about  a  decrease 
in  acidity.  Tlie  B.P.  does  not  take  this  into  considera- 
tion, so  the  preparation  soon  fails  to  answer  the  official 
tests.  In  hot  weather  the  change  is  very  rapid,  and  there 
may  be  a  considerable  deficiency  in  twenty-four  hours. 
The  B.P.  assay  process  should  be  amended  to  include 
the  esters  as  well  as  the  free  acid,  which  has  been  done 
in  the  U.S. P.,  or  a  protective  note  should  be  added  to 
the  B.P.  monograph  explaining  the  deficiency  of  free  acid. 
The  specific  gravity  given  in  the  B.P.  might  with  advan- 
tege  be  increased  from  0.917-0.923  to  0.920-0.926. 

Mther  Piirif. — An  addition  might  be  made  to  the 
monograph  stating  that  purified  ether  should  be  stored 
away  from  light,  and  preferably  in  amber-coloured  bottles, 
to  prevent  the  formation  of  deleterious  substances. 

Calcii  Lactas. — The  monograph  defines  this  as  a  "  white 
powder,  almost  tasteless,"  but  it  does  not  mention  the 
smell ;  this  should  be  rectified  by  including  in  the  descrip- 
tion "  almost  odourless  "  or  "  free  from  sour  odour." 
This  is  necessary,  as  the  salt  and  preparations  made  from 
it  occasionally  develop  an  objectionable  smell  and  taste, 
like  sour  milk.  The  salt  also  varies  in  the  amount  of 
water  it  contains,  and  it  would  be  better  to  say  that 
"  dried  at  100°  must  not  lose  more  than  30  and  not  less 
than  28  per  cent,  of  water." 

Cnllodium. — This  is  certainly  too  thin.  It  is  frequently 
required  "  thick,"  "  very  thick,"  or  double  strength  "  ; 
and  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  increase  the  pyroxylin  by 
50  to  100  per  cent. — 100  per  cent,  for  preference. 


Ext.  Belladonna  Liq. — If  pharmaceutical  processes  are 
laborious  and  wasteful,  there  is  a  danger  of  new  formulas 
being  devised  and  the  official  method  disregarded.  This 
appears  to  have  happened  with  liquid  extract  of  bella- 
donna, as  it  is  rarely  one  sees  a  specimen  made  according 
to  the  B.P.  process.  The  B.P.  method  4s  very  wastefiU 
of  expensive  alcohol,  and  it  is  a  most  laborious  process. 
The  directions  are  to  divide  the  drug  into  five  portions, 
macerate  one  portion  of  the  drug,  pack  into  percolator, 
cover,  percolate,  and  reserve  the  percolate  in  twenty  frac- 
tions ;  this  is  repeated  on  four  other  portions  of  the  drug, 
so  that  100  fractions  are  separately  collected  and  separ- 
at.elij  transferred  to  succeeding  percolators.  This  takes  a 
lot  of  time  and  adds  materially  to  the  cost,  so  cheaper 
methods  of  manufacturing  have  been  adopted  which  do 
not  give  a  liquid  extract  corresponding  to  the  official 
preparation.  A  method  that  answers  admirably  and  can 
be  recommended  is  that  used  for  making  ext.  ha'mamelidis 
liq.,  B.P.,  but  taking  approximately  two  parts  of  root 
to  one  part  of  product.    The  procedure  is  as  follows  : — 

Ra.d.  belladonnse  20  powde.r    200  oz. 

Menstruum  as  in  the  B.P  q  s. 

moisten,  pack  in  a  tall  percolator,  cover,  macerate,  and 
percolate  slowly.  Reserve  the  first  85  fl.  oz.,  then  contmue 
percolating  slowly  until  another  85  fl.  oz.  is  obtained. 
Recover  the  alcohol  from  this  and  evaporate  the  residue 
to  a  soft  extract  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  160°  F. 
Dissolve  the  soft  extract  in  the  reserved  portion,  and 
assay.  Add  sufficient  menstruum  to  give  a  liquid  extract 
containing  0.75  gm.  of  the  alkaloids  of  belladonna  root  in' 
100  c.c.  It  is  not  necessary  to  percolate  any  further 
than  the  quantities  stated  above,  as  the  percolate  will 
only  contain  extractive  without  alkaloids,  due  to  the 
alkaloids  being  extracted  at  a  very  much  greater  ratio 
than  the  extractive  matter.  Finally,  use  a  good  root — say, 
0.45  per  cent,  alkaloids  or  over  (the  stronger  it  is  the 
better). 

Ergot  Problems 

Ext.  Ergotce  Liq. — The  B.P.  preparation  is  condemned 
owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  its  action.  At  the  Cambridge 
Conference  in  1910  I  read  a  paper  showing  the  great 
advantage  of  a  hydro-alcoholic  menstruum  over  water  m 
the  preparation  of  this  extract,  and  it  was  shown  that 
diluted  alcohol  of  40  to  45  per  cent,  never  failed  to 
give  a  preparation  that  would  pass  the  physiological  tests 
then  in  use.  Sufficient  conclusive,  evidence  was  submitted 
to  have  justified  'the  inclusion  of  this  formula  in  the  IQl"! 
B.P.,  but  this  was  not  done,  and  so  we  have  continued 
with  an  unreliable  preparation  since  its  intro- 
duction in  the  first  British  Pharmacopceia.  The  unsatis-  , 
factory  character  of  the  extract  is  shown  by  the  refusal 
of  the  director  of  the  Society's  new  Pharmacological 
Laboratories  to  test  ext.  ergotae  liq.  when  made  by  the 
present  B.P.  process.  Among  the  more  recent  suggestions, 
the  acidified  hydro-alcoholic  menstruum  has  been  strongly 
recommended,  and  in  order  to  satisfy  myself  as  to  which 
menstruum  is  the  most  suitable  I  have  recently  had  a 
series  of  experiments  made  with  the  following  : — 

(A)  Liq.  extract  made  with  2  per  cent.  B.P.  HCl  and  40  per 

cent,  alcohol. 

(B)  liq.  extiract  made  with  40  per  cent,  alcohol. 

(Cj  Liq.  extiract  made  with  10  per  cent,  g-lycerin  and  40  per 
cent,  alcohol. 

(D)  Liq.  extract  made  with  2  per  cent.  B.P.  acetsc  acid  and 
40  per  cent,  alcohoil. 

As  tlie  activity  of  the  preparation  is  the  main  con- 
sideration, the  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Society's 
Pharmacological  Laboratories  to  be  tested,  and  the  fol- 
lowing results  were  obtained.  For  convenience,  the  rela- 
tion of  A,  B,  C,  D  may  be  expressed  by  the  following 
figures  : — • 

Giving  A  (the  stronges-l)  value  100  we  have:  — 
A  =  100  (40  per  cent,  alcohol  and  HCl) ; 
B  =  20  (40  per-  cent,  alcohol) ; 
C  =   16-20  (40  per  cent.  al<3oho!  and  gilycea-in)  ; 
D  =  33  (40  per  cont.  alcohol  and  acetic  aoid). 

Although  there  has  not  been  sufficient  time  to  confirm 
these  results,  the  differences  are  so  great  that  one  is  bound 
to  conclude  that  the  hydro-alcoholic  menstruum  acidified 
with  hydrochloric  acid  gives  a  far  more  active  liquid  ex- 
tract— in  this  case  five  times  as  active  as  the  simple 
hydro-alcoholic  menstruum — and  if  these  tes.ts  are  con- 
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firmed  then  the  method  of  making  the  B.P.  ext.  ergotae 
liq  should  most  certainly  be  altered. 

Ext  Glycyrrhhce  Liq.— One  finds  m  treatises  on 
pharmacy  and  in  the  trade  Press,  etc.,  statements  that 
ammonia  water  should  be  used  in  extracting  liquorice  root. 
Theoretically  this  may  be  correct,  but  m  practice  it  is 
useless  The  use  of  a  moderate  quantity  of  ammonia 
causes  the  percolate  to  gelatinise  during  evaporation, 
whilst  even  the  smallest  quantity  employed  in  the  men- 
struum gives  a  product  that  is  bitter,  unpleasant  to  taste, 
and  poor  in  colour  The  present  B  P.  formula  should  not 
be  altered  in  the  slightest  degree,  unless  the  most  reliable 
evidence  is  produced  that  an  improved  product  can  be 
obtained  by  any  suggested  formuha.  Using  the  B.P. 
formula,  a  "pr'^P^i-ation  is  obtained  that  cannot  be  pro- 
duced bv  any  other  known  method,  but  it  is  necessary 
to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  B.P.  directs  decorticated 
root  to  be  used. 

Injections.— Oi  the  five  official  injections,  only  two 
are  preserved.  It  would  undoubtedly  be  a  great  advan- 
tage to  the  pharmacist  and  the  general  medical  practi- 
tioner if  they  were  all  preserved  with  some  suitable 
substance.  It  is  a  frequent  occurrence  to  receive  an 
order  from  a  medical  man  for  an  injection  in  bulk, 
wlien  it  is  certain  that  such  a  solution  will  not  keep 
for  long,  and  it  should  not  be  diflncult  to  find  some 
non-irritating  antiseptic  substance  that  would  prevent 
decomposition  and  so  add  to  the  convenience  of  everyone 
concerned. 

Lin.  Ammonia:. — This  frequently  separates  and  almost 
invariably  becomes  semi-solid  on  keeping,  and  cannot  be 
poured  out  of  a  bottle.  A  number  of  experiments  have 
been  made,  and  the  following  formula  selected  : — 

Sohition  of  ammonia    2    fl.  oz. 

Olive  oil   3|  fl.  oz. 

Liquid  paraffin         ...   4    fl.  oz. 

Oleic  acid    I  fl.  oz. 

Prepared  from  this  recipe  the  liniment  keeps  fluid  for 
three  months,  is  whiter  than  the  B.P.,  and  does  not 
separate.  It  is  also  much  more  economical ;  the  use 
of  expensive  almond  oil  is  obviated. 

Liq.  Adrenalin  Hydmchlor. — This  preparation  is  pre- 
served with  chloroform,  and  it  is  usually  sold  in  1-oz. 
stoppersd  bottles.  As  a  rule,  only  small  quantities  of 
the  liquor  are  required  at  a  time,  and  the  repeated 
opening  of  the  bottle  allows  the  chloroform  to  volatilise  ; 
consequently  fungoid  growths  develop  in  the  solution. 
It  would  be  a  distinct  advantage  to  use  a  little  fixed 
preservative  to  ensure  reasonable  keeping  properties, 
especially  as  the  preparation  is  mostly  used  for  injection. 

Liq.  Atropincr.  Sul]>h. — The  B.P.  directs  that  this 
should  be  freshly  prepared.  It  is  very  inconsiderate  to 
order  the  pharmacist  to  prepare  fresh  solution  perhaps 
two  or  three  times  a  day  when  the  addition  of  some  non- 
irritating  antiseptic  substance  would  prevent  the  forma- 
tion of  fungus.  It  is  suggested  that  the  compilers  of 
the  next  B.P.  should  have  constantly  in  mind  the 
changed  conditions-  of  dispensing  since  the  last  was 
published.  In  thickly  populated  areas  Insurance  dispens- 
ing is  often  done  in  the  evening  under  great  pressure, 
and  it  is  my  firm  opinion  that  all  pharmacopoeial  pre- 
parations that  decompose  should  have  special  considera- 
tion. 

Simplifying  a  Process 
Liquor  Bismuthi  ct  Ammonii  Citratis. — The  formulas 
for  the  above  preparation  which  have  appeared  in  the 
various  editions  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  have  never  given 
satisfaction,  and  the  present  formula  is  no  exception  in 
this  respect,  having  been  condemned  as  unworkable. 
However,  it  is  quite  a  simple  matter  to  improve  it. 
One  of  the  chief  criticisms  lias  been  that  the  amount 
of  water  (20  mils)  used  to  bring  about  the  reaction 
between  the  bismuth  oxynitrate  and  citric  acid  is  in- 
sufficient for  easy  manipulation.  Ihe  bismuth  citrate 
.sets  in  a  hard  mass  at  the  bottom  of  the  mortar,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  the  B.P.  instructions  to 
"  stir  occasionally."  The  amount  of  water  stated  in 
the  B.P  has  disadvantages  from  a  pharmaceutical  stand- 
point, but  it  has  advantages  from  a  chemical  point  of 
view,  as  any  increase  in  the  amount  of  water  slows  down 
the  reaction.    Several  experiments  were  made  to  find  the 


quantity  of  water  which  would  prevent  the  bismuth 
citrate  from  setting  hard  and  at  the  same  time  not  make 
the  chemical  reaction  too  prolonged.  The  quantity  of 
water  which  is  most  suitable  is  60  mils,  and  it  would 
be  better  if  the  B.P.  directions  were  altered  from  20  to 
60  mils.  Also  the  directions  for  the  preparation  of  the 
liquor  can  be  considerably  simplified  by  placing  the 
bismuth  oxynitrate  and  citric  acid,  together  with  the 
water,  in  a  vessel,  and  allowing  the  reaction  to  proceed  ; 
the  direction  to  powder  the  citric  acid  is  unnecessary  and 
a  waste  of  time.  It  is  better  to  avoid  transferring  the 
bismuth  citrate  from  vessel  to  vessel.  By  this  method 
bismuth  citrate  can  be  produced,  washed,  and  the  washed 
citrate  converted  into  the  B.P.  solution  all  in  one  vessel. 

Liq.  Crcsol  Saponatus. — This  preparation  •  is  equal  to 
lysol  in  the  strength  of  cresols,  but  owing  to  its 
excessive  thickness  and  retarded  solubility  in  water, 
it  is  inconvenient  for  surgical  use.  It  contains 
the  equivalent  of  860  parts  of  soft  soap  to  500  parts 
of  cresol,  whereas  the  early  formulas  for  lysol  were 
equal  parts  of  soft  soap  and  cresol,  and  it  is  essential 
that  the  soap  in  the  B.P.  formula — i.e.,  the  caustic 
and  oil — should  be  reduced  to  about  one-half  to  produce 
an  article  that  will  compete  with  the  commercial  varieties 
and  at  the  same  time  give  satisfaction  to  surgeons  and 
nurses.  Solubility  is  probably  the  most  important 
character,  and  the  B.P.  preparation  takes  twice  as  long 
to  dissolve  as  a  good  specimen  of  lysol. 

Liq.  Ferri  Pcrchlor.  Fort. — The  tests  for  this  never 
appear  to  have  been  satisfactory  in  any  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  the  preparation  causes  trouble  to  the 
practising  pharmacist,  be<:ause  the  percentage  of  iron 
and  specific  gravity  stated  are  not  in  agreement.  A  liquor 
having  a  s.  g.  of  1.49  contains  more  than  20  per  cent, 
of  iron.  Some  manufacturers  may  standardise  to  the 
s.  g.  and  some  to  the  metallic  content,  but  the  only 
safe  way  is  to  standardise  to  the  percentage  of  iron. 
In  the  B.P.  characters  and  tests  the  s.  g.  is  given 
as  1.49,  which  is  too  high,  as  stated  above.  Also, 
5  mils  are  said  to  yield  1.42  gm.  of  Fe^O^.  This 
exactly  equals  19.86  per  cent,  of  iron,  while  the  footnote 
states  that  the  solution  contains  20  gm.  of  iron  in 
100  mils,  so  that  none  of  the  statements  agree.  In 
such  matters  the  pharmacist  should  have  proper  protec- 
tion, and  the  suggestion  is  made  that  the  liquor  be 
standardised  to  exactly  20  per  cent,  w/v  of  iron,  with  a 
limit  of  error  of  0.2  per  cent,  vv/v  in  excess  or  defect,  and 
an  approximately  correct  s.  g.  stated — i.e.,  s.  g.  atout 
1.45,  and  tests  given  indicating  that  5  mils  yield  1.43  gm. 
of  Fe,0^ 

Liquor  Hamamdidis. — As  the  greater  part  of  the  solu- 
tion used  in  this  country  is  imix>rted  from  America, 
where  it  is  prepared  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  U.S. P.  from  the  bark,  twigs,  smaller  stems  or  the 
entire  shrub,  it  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  B.P.,  which  states  that  it  is  distilled  from 
"  fresh  leaves."  As  the  cultivation  and  distillation  of 
hamamelis  in  this  country  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
practical  proposition,  the  B.P.  monograph  should  be 
altered  to  agree  with  the  recognised  method  of  manu- 
facture. 

Liquor  Potassa. — Tliis  is  described  as  a  solution  con- 
taining 5  gm.  of  KOH  in  100  mils,  and  a  volumetric 
test  is  given  to  show  this  proportion,  but  as  no  indicator 
is  specified  one  is  left  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  small 
proportion  of  carbonate  which  is  almost  invariably 
present  is  to  be  included  or  not.  It  would  be  better 
to  fix  a  maximum  and  minimum  for  total  alkali  and 
also  a  limit  for  the  carbonate.  A  similar  remark  could 
be  made  with  regard  to  potassa  caustica. 

Mar/nesia  Levis  and  Mrigne.iia  Pnnderosa. — The  B.P. 
requires  that  this  shall  not  lose  more  than  1  per  cent, 
when  heated  to  dull  redness.  This  allowance  is  too 
small,  and  sets  a  standard  which  cannot  be  maintained 
under  ordinary  conditions  of  storage  in  the  pharmacy, 
and  it  is  unfair  to  expect  a  chemist  to  supply  magnesia 
to  answer  such  exacting  requirements.  The  U.S. P. 
allows  10  per  cent,  loss  on  ignition  and  5  to  10  per 
cent,  is  suggested  as  a  reasonable  figure  for  the  B.P. 
Nothing  less  than  5  per  cent,  will  give  the  .protection 
necessary  for  the  pharmacist. 
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Mel  Depuration. — The  B.P.  fixes  the  oiptical  rotation 
of  a  25  per  cent,  w/v  solution,  filtered  through  charcoal, 
at  0  to  -5°  in  a  200  mm.  tube,  at  15.5°  C.  lliese 
limits  should  be  extended,  as  good  samples  of  mel 
depuratum  often  give  a  Isevo-rotation  over  —5°.  The 
average  of  fifteen  samples  recently  examined  from  good- 
quality  honey  was  —5.4°,  readings  as  high  as  —6.5° 
have  been  obtained,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  optical 
rotation  should  be  increased  to  —6.5°. 

Oxymel. — The  optical  rotation  of  a  25  per  cent.  \v/v 
solution  cleared  with  lead  subacetate  and  charcoal  is 
given  as  not  more  than  —3°  in  a  200  mm.  tube,  but  as 
the  laivo-rotation  is  occasionally  as  high  as  —4.7°  when 
good  quality  honey  has  been  used,  it  is  suggested  that 
this  figure  —.4.7°  or  even  —5°  might  be  adopted. 

Oxymel  >S'f(7?fe.— According  to  the  B.P.,  this  has  the 
same  optical  rotation  as  simple  oxymel,  viz.,  —3.9°, 
which  is  clearly  an  error,  the  compilers  having  ignored 
the  fact  that  acetum  scillaj  has  a  Isevo-rotation  about 
two-thirds  that  of  mel  depuratum,  and  hence  oxymel 
sc'illa5  should  have  a  higher  figure  than  the  simple  oxymel. 
A  laboratory  sample  made  from  mel  depuratum  of  o.r. 
—  4.9°  gave  oxymel  scillse  of  o.r.  —4.3°,  the  calculated 
figure  being  —4.31°.  A  suggested  limit  is  —5.5°  for 
a  25  per  cent,  w/v  solution,  as  samples  of  oxymel  scillse 
from  genuine  honey  occasionally  give  this  figure.  These 
figures  refer  to  a  25  per  cent,  w/v  solution  clarified 
with  lead  subacetate  and  charcoal  and  the  rotation  taken 
in  a  200  mm.  tube.  . 

Mucilufjo  Tragacanthce. — This  preparation  soon  de- 
velops an  objectionable  odour,  and  will  not  keep  for 
any  length  of  time.  This  may  be  overcome  by  "using 
spirit  of  chloroform  in  place  of  the  alcohol  prescribed 
in  the  B.P.  formula,  but  to  facilitate  dispensing  and 
to  improve  the  keeping  properties  of  the  preparation, 
it  would  be  advisable  to  use  50  per  cent,  more  spirit 
of  chloroform  than  the  quantity  of  alcohol  given  in  the 
B.P.  _  The  suggested  use  of  a  pres.ervative  in  this  pre- 
paration introduces  the  question  as  to  whether  it  would 
be  advisable  to  preserve  mucilase  of  acacia  and 
mucilage  of  Indian  gum,  which  ferment  and  turn  very 
acid.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  new  edition 
of  the  U.S. P.  mucilage  of  acacia  is  preserved  wdth 
sodium  benzoate  (1  in  1,000). 

Too  Great  a  Range 

Paraffin.  Durum.—Tha  B.P.  gives  the  limits  of  the 
melting  points  as  122°  to  140°  F.,  thus  including  prac- 
tically all  the  paraffin  waxes  of  commerce.  The  range 
is  too  great  for  making  ointments,  and  might  be  limited 
to,  say,  not  more  than  8°  F.  for  these  galenicals. 
Otherwise  the  preparations  show  a  variation  in  con- 
sistency, while  still  complying  with  the  B.P.  require- 
ments. Really,  it  would  be  better  to  specify  the  well- 
known  and  most-used  paraffin  wax  melting  at  130°  F.  for 
ointments.  Paraffin  wax,  m.p.  130°.  appears  to  blend 
better  with  soft  paraffin  than  the  paraffin  waxes  of  higher 
or  lower  melting  points. 

Paraffin.  Liq. — Ihe  tests  for  the  above  are  admimble 
60  far  as  they  go,  but  they  are  mainly  tests  of  manu- 
facture, absence  of  sulphur  compounds,  certain  organic 
matter,  etc.  The  viscosity,  which  is  by  far  the  most 
valuable  test,  has  been  omitted,  and  it  is  suggested  that 
this  should  be  included  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia.  A 
viscosity  of  not  less  than  200  seconds  at  38°  in  tl.e  Red- 
wood standard  viscometer  might  be  adopted.  It  may  also 
be  advisable  to  add  a  test  that  the  oil  should  remain 
clear  on  standing  for  fifteen  minutes  at  0°  C. ;  and  the 
monograph  could  be  revised  to  include  heavy  and  light 
paraffin,  and  so  meet  modern  demands. 

Paraffiri.  Molle. — In  order  to  get  a  more  uniform  con- 
sistence in  ointments  it  is  suggested  that  the  melting 
points'  given  in  the  Pharmacopasia  monograph  should  be 
within  rather  narrower  limits. 

Pepsin. — Pepsin  varies  considerably  in  acidity  accord- 
ing to  the  maker,  and  occasionally  is  so  acid  as  to 
cause  trouble  in  dispensing.  This  is  especially  the 
case  with  mixtures  such  as  mist,  bismuth,  co.  c.  pepsin., 
B.P.C.,  where  the  bismuth  is  sometimes  thrown  out  of 
solution,  the  precipitation  being  due  entirely  to  the 
acidity  of  the  pepsin.     To  facilitate  dispensing  a  limit 


of  acidity  might  be  considered.  Since  this  was  written 
a  paper  has  appeared  in  the  "  Journal  of  tlie  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,"  showing  that  pepsin  with 
a  high  acidity  (7.6  per  cent,  as  HCl)  caked  within  a 
year,  and  lost  its  activity  at  twice  the  rate  of  a  com- 
parison specimen  of  low  acidity  (2.43  per  cent,  as  HCl). 

Pil.  Phosphori. — The  mass  for  this  pill  is  gre-asy, 
and  more  like  an  ointment  than  a  pill  mass.  Moreover, 
it  has  been  found  that  it  affords  very  little  protection 
against  oxidation  of  the  phosphorus,  and  that  pills  made 
from  it  contain  little  or  no  free  phosphorus  after  fourteen 
days.  The  following  formula  is  a  great  improvement  on 
that  given  in  the  B.P.,  as  it  is  more  easily  made,  and 
the  pills  retain  their  free  phosphorus  much  longer. 

Phosphorus    1  gm. 

Carbon,   disulph.    20  miliilitres 

Balaam,  tolu.  (softened)    9  gm. 

Pulv.  glycyrrh  30  gm. 

Syr.  glucos.   50  gm. 

Adeps  lanae    10  gm. 

Dissolve  the  phosphorus  in  the  carbon  disulphide  and 
add  to  the  balsam  of  tolu  previously  softened.  Mix,  allow 
the  carbon  disulphide  to  evaporate,  add  the  liquorice 
and  make  into  a  mass  with  glucose  syrup  and  wool  fat. 
This  mass  when  kept  in  a  covered  stock  I'ar  remains 
pliable,  and  may  be  cut  into  pills  after  a  period  of 
six  months  or  more.  Pills  made  two  yoars  ago  by  this 
method  still  contain  free  phosphorus,  and  chemists  who 
cannot  always  find  time  to  prepare  fresh  pills  will  find 
this  formula  a  great  improvement. 

The  majority  of  the  formulas  for  the  B.P.  pill  masses 
total  one  hundred  parts  by  weight,  including  excipients, 
and  for  the  sake  of  convenience  this  might  be  adopted 
wherever  practicable  in  the  remaining  formulas. 

Spt.  /Ether.  Nit.,  and  Liq.  Etfiyl.  Nit.— The  method 
of  making  spt.  aether,  nit.,  B.P.,  is  laborious  and 
wasteful  of  alcohol,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  more 
economical  method  for  making  ethyl  nitrite  given  under 
liq.  ethyl,  nit.,  B.P.,  might  be  adopted  for  preparing 
spt.  iBther.  nit.,  B.P.,  or  the  method  of  preparation 
omitted  as  in  the  U.S. P.  X.  If  this  were  done  it 
would  result  in  a  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  of  more  uniform 
composition. 

Spt.  Ammon.  Aromat. — It  has  been  suggested  that  spt. 
ammon.  aromat.  should  be  prepared  by  mixing,  and  not 
by  distillation;  but  when  made  by  mixing,  the  product, 
besides  possessing  nothing  like  the  elegance  of  the  B.P. 
preparation,  is  much  darker  in  colour  and  darkens  still 
further  on  keeping.  It  is  therefore  not  advisable  to 
make  any  alteration  in  the  method  of  pieparation,  but 
the  figures  given  for  the  s.  g.  (0.888  to  0.893)  in  the 
B.P.  monograph  should  be  revised.  When  carefully 
made  by  the  B.P.  method  the  s.  g.  is  usually  about 
0.894,  which  is  above  the  B.P.  maximuni,  while  a  sample 
prepared  simply  by  mixing  so  as  to  avoid  loss  of  alcohol 
by  distillation  gave  a  s.  g.  0.894.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  s.  g.  figures  should  be  0.892  to  0.897. 

Syrup.  A  ranhaticus. — The  above  preparation  is  identical 
with  that  in  the  1898  B.P.,  and  although  it  has  occupied 
a  place  among  the  official  preparations  for  thirty  years, 
it  has  never  become  ponular,  probably  owing  to  its  high 
cost.  If  it  is  advisable  to  include  a  flavouring  syrup, 
the  formula  submitted  herewith  will  be  found  more 
economical,  sweeter,  and  stronger  in  flavour  : — 

Alcoho].  (90  per  cent.)    2  fl.  oz.

The  syrup  should  be  filtered  bright,  using  a  little  talc. 

Syrup.  Cascarce  Aromat. — Although  this  preparation 
was  first  introduced  in  the  1898  B.P.,  it  has  never  been 
popular,  and  there  is  very  little  demand  for  it.  Tliis 
is  not  surprising,  considering  the  objectionable  deposit 
which  forms  and  in  view  of  the  persistent  bitterness 
of  the  syrup  compared  with  similar  preparations  put  on 
the  mai-ket  by  various  manufacturers.  The  use  of  tinc- 
ture of  orange  seems  unnecessarily  extravagant,  and  only 
makes  the  syrup  much  more  expensive.  If  it  is  essential 
that  such  a  preparation  should  remain  in  the  B.P.,  the 
following   formula  offers   considerable  advantages  over- 
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the  present  B.P.  formula.  The  suggested  preparation 
is  more  palatable  and  economical,  and  deposits  less  : —

Prkserving  Easton's  Syrup 
Si/r.  Fvrri  /'/msp/i.  c.  Quinin.  and  Strychnin. — This  is 
probably  a  very  fine  medicine,  but  it  is  unquestionably  the 
hete  noire  of  pharmacy  ;  more  dissatief  action  is  caused  by 
it  and  more  correspondence  and  inquiries  arise  from  it  m 
the  trade  Press  than  about  any  preparation  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. Pharmaceutically  it  has  not  a  redeeming 
feature.  It  is  e.\cessively  acid;  the  acid  chars  the  sugar; 
the  acid  inverts  the  sugar  to  glucose  and  Isevuloise,  and 
owing  to  inversion  there  is  a  contraction  of  volume,  ana 
consequeatly  an  increase  in  the  specific  gravity ;  the 
quinine  is  almost  at  saturation  point,  and  sometimes 
deposits,  filling  the  bottle  with  a  bulky  jjrecipitate  ;  the 
iron  oxidises  and  deposits  ferric  phosphate,  causing'  dis- 
coloration of  the  syrup  ;  a  crust  forms  on  the  sides  of 
partly  filled  bottles,  which  is  most  diflftcult  to  remove ; 
and  finally,  inverted  sugars  occasionally  crystallise  out. 
B.P.  glucose,  glucose  free  from  sulphui'ous  acid,  and  the 
palest  honey  were  tried,  but  no  advantage  was  found  m 
them,  the  samples  darkening  rather  more  quickly  than  the 
B.P,  syrup.  The  addition  of  hypophospliorous  acid  vv;us 
ne.xt  tried,  and,  although  this  was  an  improvemenf ,  it 
was  not  pursued  owing  to  the  increased  acidity  imparted 
to  the  syrup,  which  is  very  objectionable.  The  next  step 
was  to  try  replacing  some  of  the  phosphoric  acid  with 
hypophosphorous  acid,  and  with  these  samples  we  had 
some  success.  At  this  stage  we  thought  that  it  was  ad- 
visable to  try  the  mixture  of  acids  in  samples  of  the 
syrup  made  with  glucose,  but  this  was  not  successful. 
A  very  large  number  of  experiments  liave  been  made, 
which  cannot  be  described  for  want  of  tim-e ;  but  the 
following  formula  is  suggested,  as  it  is  a  great  improve- 
ment on  the  B.P.  syrup  : —

C'oncentrated  phosphoric  acid         ...     42.5  milliJilres 

Hypophosphorous  aoid   40.0  mallilitrcs 

Strychnine,  in  powder   0.57  gni.

Distilled  water,  sufficient  to  prouucc  1000  millilitrcs 
The  directions  are  the  same  as  for  the  B.P.  preparation, 
but  the  hypophosphorouis  acid  must  be  added  to  tiie 
solution  of  the  iron,  quinine,  and  strychnine  before  the 
latter  is  filtered  into  the  syrup.  This  gives  a  preparation 
in  which  practically  all  the  defects  mentioned  are  over- 
come, the  only  disadvantage  being  that  the  syrup  still 
darkens  on  keeping,  but  does  not  darken  as  much  as 
the  B.P.  syrup,  and  there  is  no  deposit  from  it  after 
keeping  seven  months  in  a  half -filled  bottle.  One.  distinct 
gain  is  that  it  is  much  less  acid  to  taste,  and  this  ad- 
vantage cannot  be  over-emphasised,  as  the  acidity  has 
probably  been  a  great  drawback  to  its  use.  Since  writing 
this  note,  samples  of  the  above  and  the  B.P.  syrup  were 
diluted  with  water  and  left  exposed  in  medicine 
measures.  After  standing  overnight  the  diluted  B.P. 
syrup  had  a  deposit  of  ferric  phosphate  in  it,  but  the 
diluted  syrup  made  from  the  suggested  formula  was 
quite  clear  and  remained  clear  for  64  hours. 

Several  of  the  B.P.  syrups  are  liable  to  ferment  or  go 
mouldy  when  kept  in  stock,  and  great  inconvenience  is 
caused  when  a  chemist  finds  that  his  stock  is  unfit  for 
dispensing.  Syrupus  rhei  is  liable  to  ferment,  and  syrupus 
codeinae  phosph.  frequently  goes  mouldy.  There  are  not 
many  such  cases  among  the  B.P.  syrups",  and  the  difficulty 
might  be  overcome  by  the  addition,  where  necessary,  of 
a  little  preservative  without  in  any  way  impairing  the 
therapeutic  value  of  the  syrups.  The  new  preservative 
methyl  para-hydrobenzoatfe,  has  been  specially  recom- 
mended as  a  preservative  for  syi-ups  against  moulds  and 
bacteria.  Small  quantities  of  the  .preservative,  1  to 
2,500,  are  said  to  be  sufficient,  but  I  have  not  had  time 
to  try  it. 

^''/^(■^  Cardam.  Co.,  ILP.— This  preparation,  when 
made  according  to  the  present  B.P.  formula,  is  most 
unisatisfactory,  as  it  deposits  a  bulkv  gelatinous  precipi- 
tate     Franklin  and  Greenhalgh   ("  Y.-B.P.,"  1923,  and 


"  P. J.,"  Vol.  Ill,  p.  96)  showed  that  the  cochineal  and 
caraway  were  mainly  responsible  for  the  formation  of 
the  "  lakey  "  precipitate,  and  made  suggestions  for  im- 
proving the  formula,  which  have  since  been  confirmed  by 
them  ("  P. J.,"  Vol.  116,  p.  4).  The  present  tinctu/e 
is  absolutely  condemned.  Considering  that  it  is  mainly 
used  as  a  flavouring  and  colouring  agent,  it  is  surprising' 
that  the  preparation  has  retained  its  place  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia so  long,  because  when  diluted  with  seven  parts 
of  water  it  is  insipid  and  very  weak  in  flavouring  and 
sweetening.    The  following  formula  wilT  be  found  much 


more  satisfactory  : —

Compared  with  the  B.P.  tincture,  the  suggested  formula 
gives  a  preparation  which  is  more  economical,  superior  in 
colour,  stronger  in  flavour,  sweeter,  and  wliich  does  not 
develop  the  unsightly  deposit  which  is  so  objectionable  in 
the  present  B.P.  tincture.  It  avoids  the  laborious  per- 
colation process,  and,  more  important,  it  is  compatible 
with  many  of  the  preparations  with  which  the  present 
B.P.  tincture  is  incompatible. 

Since  the  above  formula  was  worked  out,  some  doubt 
has  been  expressed  as  to  'whether  it  would  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  so  the  following 
alternative  formula  is  submitted  : —

This  preparation  is  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  formula 
previously  suggested,  and  posse^sses  the  same  marked  ad- 
vantages over  the  B.P.  tincture. 

7'inct.  lodi  Fort  is. — The  B.P.  monograph  states  that 
this  contains  approximately  the  same  proportion  of  iodine 
as  the  liq.  iodi  fortis  of  the  B.P.,  1898.  As  the  1898 
liquor  contains  about  17  per  cent,  more  iodine  than  the 
1914  strong  tincture,  the  statement  is  incorrect  and 
dangerous,  and  should  be  rectified. 

Tinct.  Quininoe  /Imwion,— This  is  a  very  odd  strength — 
say  1.98  per  cent,  w/v  quinine  sulphate  or  1.083  grains 
in  1  drachm.  Why  not  make  it  2  per  cent,  w/v,  or  1 
grain  in  1  fluid  drachm?  The  latter  strength  would  be 
preferable  for  dispensing. 

Vnc/.  Acid.  Boric. — This  ointment  has  paraffin  ointment 
as  a  iaasis,  and  is  much  stiffer  than  is  necessary  or  desir- 
able, and  although  it  is  more  largely  used  than  any  other 
ointment  it  is  unusual  to  find  an  institution  in  whicn  it 
is  dispensed.  It  appears  to  be  the  custom  in  most  hospitals 
to  use  a  boric  ointment  made  with  soft  paraffin  alone, 
or  occasionally  with  .soft  paraffin  and  .a  small  percentage 
of  wax.  This  compels  one  to  believe  that  the  B.P.  oint- 
ment is  used  in  its  present  form  simply  because  the 
Pharmacopoeia  sets  the  standard,  and  that  all  the  expense 
and  trouble  is  undertaken  to  prepare  a  stiff  paraffin 
ointment  with  its  almost  insurmountable  difficulties,  to 
get  a  product  which  probably  nobody  wants.  In  some 
of  the  schools  of  pharmacy,  students  are  taught  to  stir 
jiaraffin  ointment  until  cold,  allow  it  to  set  thoroughly, 
then  rub  it  -on  a  slab  to  take  out  any  lumps  and  make 
it  of  an  unctuous  consistency.  This,  in  principle,  is  the 
process  adopted  on  a  large  scale,  and  in  both  cases  it 
is  very  laborious.  If  a  stiffer  base  than  soft  paraffin 
is  required,  then  the  formula  suggested  for  ung.  paraffin, 
will  answer  admirably,  giving  an  ointment  with  a  degree 
of  "  body,"  and  yet  one  that  will  spread  easily  on  lint 
and  not  run  on  the  skin. 

Vng.  Acid.  Carhol. — This  is  a  very  unsatisfactory 
ointment.  It  is  too  stiff,  rarely  homogeneous,  discolours 
badly,    and,    as    pointed    out    by    Franklin    ("  P.J,," 
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Vol.  113,  p.  656),  the  carbolic  acid  crystallises  out. 
The  following  improved  formula  is  suggested  : — 

White  petroleum  jelly   ...    77  parts 

Paraffin,  m.p.  130°    ...     7i  parta 

White  beeswax   7^  parts 

Lard      5  parts 

Carbolic  acid    3  parts 

.When  made  as  above  the  lard  prevents  crystallisation  of 
'the  oai'bolic  acid  and,  in  addition,  the  ointment  retains 
its  colour  for  two  years.  It  is  non-granular,  perfectly 
homogeneous,  thoroughly  blended,  and  is  a  very  marked 
limprovement  on  the  present  B.P.  ointment. 

Un<j.  Alropince,  Ung.  Cocaince. — Prepared  according  to 
the  B.P.,  these  ointments  soon  become  rancid,  and  if 
used  for  ophthalmic  purposes  are  unsuitable.  A  good 
quality  of  soft  paraffin  appears  to  b«  the  most  satisfac- 
tory base,  and  when  made  with  this  base  the  finely 
powdered  alkaloid  should  be  carefully  triturated  with  a 
small  quantity  of  the  paraffin  and  the  remainder  added 
gradually.  Dissolving  the  alkaloid  in  alcohol  or  in 
paraffin  by  the  aid  of  heat  is  not  satisfactory,  as  the 
alkaloid  may  crystallise  out  on  keeping. 

Ung.  Capsici. — Objection  has  been  raised  that  this  is 
rather  too  stiff  and  tenacious  for  application,  and 
it  is  certainly  much  stiffer  than  the  chillie  piastes 
which  ar-6  so  popular.  It  is.  a  simple  matter  to  rectify 
this  by  replacing  the  paraffin  wax  with  lard,  i.e., 
doulbling  the  amount  of  lard,  but  this  procedure  has  the 
objection  that  mixtures  of  petroleum  jelly  and  lard  are 
liable  to  become  granular  on  keeping.  A  better  pharma- 
ceutical product  is  obtained  if  the  lard  and  wax  are 
replaced  by  wool  fat,  as  in  the  following  formula  : — 

Capsicum  fruit,  bruised    25  parts 

Soft  paraffin   85  parts 

Wool  fat   15  parts 

This  gives  a  perfectly  .smooth  ointment,  elegant  in 
appearance,  nice  in  colour,  softer  than  the  B.P.,  and  one 
that  will  rub  easily  on  the  skin  and  does,  not  "  leak." 

Ung,  Creosoti. — This  is  a  most  rrnsatisfactory  oint- 
ment ;  it  contains  40  per  cent,  of  hard  paraffin,  and  it 
must  be  emphasised  that  over  15  per  cent,  of  hard 
paraffin  rarely  blends  with  petroleum  jelly.  As  a  result 
the  ointment  is  spongy,  unsightly,  and  non-homogeneous, 
and  in  addition  it  soon  discolours.  The  following 
formula  makes  a  vastly  improved  preparation  as  regards 
colour,  consistency,  and  uniformity  : — 

White  petroleum  jelly    60  parts 

Paraffin  wax    12g  parts 

White  beeswax   1^  parts 

Lard   10  parts 

Oroosote     10  parts 

Melt  all  the  ingredients  together,  except  the  creosote, 
add  the  latter  and  stir  constantly  until  cold. 

Ung.    Eitcalijpii. — Contains    40    per    cent,    of  hard 
paraffin.    This  is  too  much,  and  consequently  the  oint- 
ment is  granular  and  non-homogeneous.    The  followi.ig 
formula  gives   a  much  superior  ointment  which   as  a 
pharmaceutical  product  has  no  objectionable  features  : — 
White  potroloiun  jolly  ...       ...        ..    72  parts 

Paraffin  wax      ...       ...       ...       ...       ...    15  parts 

White  beeswax  ...       ...       ...       ...     3  parts 

Oil  of  eucalyptus   10  par-t.s 

This  example  shows  that  a  firmer,  more  uniform,  and 
more  elegant  product  is  obtained  when  less  than  half 
th«  B.P.  quantity  of  stiffening  agent  is  used,  this  result 
being  entirely  due  to  the  better  blending  of  the 
ingredients. 

Ung.  Hydrarg,  Oxid.  Huh. — This  ointment  is  much  too 
stiff,  and  might  be  made  either  with  the  paraffin  oint- 
ment suggested  in  this  paper,  with  soft  yellow  paraffin, 
or  with  lard  as  suggested  by  Professor  R.  B.  Wild. 

U ng.  Iodoform. — Prepared  lard  is  a  most  unsatisfactory 
base  for' this  ointment,  as  it  soon  becomes  rancid  and 
consequently  acid,  with  the  result  that  iodine  is  liberated 
and  the  ointment  very  quickly  discolours  (goes  quite 
black).  If  well  benzoated  lard  is  used  as  a  basis,  the 
ointment  will  l;eep  for  one  and  a  half  to  three  years, 
as  the  lionzoated  lard  does  not  go  rancid  so  quickly,  and 
therefore  the  iodine  is  not  liberated.  If  yellow  petroleum 
jelly  is  used  as  the  baise,  the  ointment  is  still  more  per- 
manent, and  will  keep  for  seven  years.    One  or  other  of 


these  bases  should  be  used— ^petroleum  jelly  for  choice, 
if  suitable. 

Ung.  Paraffin. — The  use  of  30  per  cent,  of  wax  in 
the  preparation  of  this  ointment  is  excessive.  It.  is  in 
excess  of  the  amount  that  will  blend  perfectly,  and  the 
result  is  an  ointment  laborious  to  make,  lumpy  or  crystal- 
line in  character,  and  difficult  to  use  as  a  base  in  the 
various  ointments  for  which  it  is  required.  Soft  paraffin 
is  largely  used  as  an  ointment  base  without  any  addition 
of  wax,  and  for  many  purposes  is  satisfactory,  but  where 
a  stiffer  base  is  wanted,  the  following  will  be  found  to 
meet  the  requirement  for  paraffin  ointment  and  is  quite 
easy  to  prepare  : — 

Soft  paraffin   90  parts 

Hani  paraffin  ...    8  parts 

Whdte  beeswax    2  parts 

This  gives  a  smooth,  homogeneous  base  of  firm  con- 
sistency, with  which  various  medicaments  can  be  incor- 
porated readily.  It  does  not  become  oily  on  the  skin, 
and  does  not  run  under  bandages,  and  is  therefore  suit- 
able for  such  ointments  as  are  applied  in  this  way — boric 
ointment,  for  example.  It  must  be  understood  that  the 
actual  consistency  is  not  to  be  decided  by  us,  and  if  a 
firmer  base  is  demanded,  the  stiffening  can  be  increased 
up  to  15  per  cent.,  but,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  this  is 
the  limit  to  which  it  is  advisable  to  go,  as  further  addi- 
tions of  wax  do  not  blend,  and  result  in  a  granular,  less 
homogeneous  ointment,  without  any  additional  firmness. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  unsatisfactory  character  of 
this  ointment  base  has  considerably  limited  its  use. 

Ung.  Plutnhi  Suhacet. — This  is  a  very  good  ointment, 
and  there  is  little  fault  to  be  found  with  it,  except  that 
it  is  rather  stiff.  It  is  difficult  to  stir  down  in  bulk 
even  in  warm  weather,  and  might  be  improved  by  reduc- 
ing the  paraffin  wax  from  12^  per  cent,  to  7^  per  cent. 

Ung.  Potassii  lodid. — A  whiter  ointment  results  if  any 
acidity  of  the  lard  is  previously  neutralised  by  dissolving 
the  potassium  carbonate  in  a  portion  of  the  water  and 
incorporating  it  with  the  lard  before  adding  the  potas- 
sium iodide  solution.  The  ointment  is  too  soft,  and  the 
addition  of  5  (per  cent,  of  white  beeswax  is  recommended. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  pharmacist^  to 
decide  what  base  should  be  used  in  making  B.P.  oint- 
ments, so  our  efforts  have  been  confined  to  modifying 
those  ointment  bases  which  are  unsatisfactory  ;  but  within 
this  restricted  field  such  marked  improvements  have  been 
made  as  to  be  a  source  of  great  satisfaction,  and  tjie 
attention  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  is  directed  to 
them. 

Zingiber. — Jamaica  ginger  is,  in  the  writer's  opinion, 
the  only  Variety  that  answers  the  description  given  in 
the  B.P.  monograph,  although  it  is  not  definitely  stated 
that  Jamaica  ginger  is  the  only  official  ginger.  As  this 
has  been  questioned  it  would  be  better  to  state  definitely 
what  should  be  used,  as  various  kinds  of  ginger  may  be 
employed  in  making  B.P.  preparations,  owing  to  this 
uncertainty ;  and  as  uniformity  in  medicine  was  never  so 
important  as  it  is  to-day,  such  variations  should  be 
avoided. 

Deletions  Suggested 
The  author  mentioned  forty-six  preparations  which  he 
suggested  might  be  omitted  from  a  future  British  Phar- 
macopoeia. 

I  should  like  to  say  that  these  short  notes  on  the 
preparations  of  the  B.P.  convey  little  idea  of  the  amount) 
of  work  necessary  to  prepare  them,  but  the  experience 
serves  to  show  what  an  enormous  amount  of  labour  is 
necessary  for  the  production  of  a  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
how  essential  the  co-operation  of  the  pharmacist  is,  if 
that  work  is  to  be  properly  executed.  If  the  medical 
authorities  believe  that  they  can  dispense  with  that 
co-operation,  then  it  shows  how  little  they  appreciate  th© 
magnitu/de  and  diversity  of  the  task,  and  how  large  a 
proportion  of  the  work  falls  within  the  sphere  of  the 
pharmacist,  who  is  fitted  by  his  training  for  its  per- 
formance. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  experiments  required 
for  these  notes,  I  beg  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the 
laboratories  of  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  for 
the  help  they  have  so  generously  given. 
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Discussion 

The  President,  after  inviting  discussion,  remarked 
that  the  meeting  was  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Franklin 
for  his  visit  in  trying  circumstances. 

Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  remarked  that  such  papers  as  Mr. 
Franklin's  formed  the  foundation  on  which  pharmaco- 
poeias are  constructed.  The  speaker  agreed  with  most 
of  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  Mr.  Franklin,  and 
praised  the  Society's  Council  for  its  foresight  in  esta'b- 
lishing  the  new  Pharmacological  Laboratories.  It  was 
difficult  to  understand  why  such  enormous  quantities  of 
liquid  extract  of  ergot  bad  ibeen  used  if  there  was 
a  suspicion  about  its  activity.  Probably,  acetification 
took  place,  allowing  some  of  the  active  principles  to 
be  dissolved. 

Mr.  FouEACRE  pointed  out  that  clinical  evidence  was 
wanted  as  to  the  desirability  of  preserving  hypodermic 
injections.    He  himself  had  found  chlorbutol  satisfactory. 

Mr.  White  remarked  that  a  pharmacopoeia  could  not 
be  constructed  without  meticulous  observation.  The 
paper  was  very  valuable  as  the  practical  outcome  of 
Mr.  Franklin's  business  experience. 

Mr.  Nayloe  suggested  that  the  medical  profession 
should  be  educated  to  the  use  of  sterilised  ampoules  in 
place  of  preserved  injections. 

Dr.  Burn  made  an  interesting  reference  to  an  investi- 
gation which  had  just  taken  place  in  the  Society's 
laboratories  as  to  the  therapeutic  value  of  ammoniated 
tincture  of  ergot.  A  sample  which  had  been  carefully 
prepared  had  been  found  to  contain  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  activity  of  the  fluid  e.x tract  of  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Franklin,  replying  to  the  various  points  raised, 
said  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the  glycerinated 
solution  of  cresol  in  the  B.P.  Codex.  If  liquid 
extract  of  ergot  could  be  obtained  so  as  to  answer  all 
requirements  perfectly,  there  would  be  no  need  for  the 
ammoniated  tincture  or  any  other  preparation  of  ergot. 

Professor  Small,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks,  re- 
marked that  he,  having  been  brought  up  on  the  1898 
B.P.,  found  it  a  struggle  to  assimilate  the  1914  issue — 
and  then  J\Ir.  Franklin  came  and  told  them  that  the 
latter  was  all  wrong.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  John  Smith  (Dublin),  in  seconding  the  vote  of 
thanks,  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Franklin  as  in  spirit  a 
retailer,  though  in  practice  a  wholesaler. 

Mr.  Franklin  briefly  replied  to  the  vote  of  thanks, 
and  the  proceedings  ended  just  after  9.30.

Mr.  Woolley  was  the  son 
of  the  late  Mr.  G.  S. 
Woolley,  Ph.C,  who 
was  the  head  of  the 
historic  house  from 
1858  to  1918.  The  busi- 
ness was  founded  by  Mr. 
R.  H.  Hargreaves,  in 
1796,  in  Market  Street, 
Manchester  ;  on  his  retire- 
ment in  1844  it  was  ac- 
quired by  Mr.  James 
Woolley,  who  had  then 
been  established  in  King 
Street  for  eleven  years, 
and  had  a  branch  in  addi- 
tion. Development  on  the 
wholesale  side  was  rapid  ; 
in  1872  new  laboratories 
were  erected  in  Cheetham,  twenty  years  later  the  present 
handsome  block  of  buildings  at  Victoria  Bridge  was  com- 
pleted, and  in  1922  a  commodious  depot  for  apparatus 
and  surgical  instruments  was  opened  in  Deansgate.  Mr. 
E.  J.  Woolley  ipassed  the  Major  examination  in  1888, 
after  gaining  several  distinctions  at  the  Bloomsbury 
Square  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  then  engaged  in  research 
work  under  Professor  Turner  before  becoming  a  partner 
in  his  father's  firm  in  1891.  The  business  was  converted 
into  a  limited  company  in  1895,  with  Messrs.  G.  S. 
Woolley,  C.  A.  Johnstone  and  E.  J.  Woolley  as  the  first 
directors.  After  twelve  years,  Messrs.  W.  Lane,  E.  S.

(It  may  be 
remembered  that  Mr.  C.  A.  Johnstone,  Ph.C.  died  on 
November  26  last,  after  living  in  retirement  for  eleven 
years.)  Mr.  Woolley  succeeded  his  uncle,  the  late  Mr. 
H.  Woolley,  Ph.C,  as  -chairman  of  his  company  in 
1920.  He  -vi'as  an  active  member  of  the  Drug  Club,  and 
was  widely  esteemed  in  wholesale  circles  :  he  also  served 
on  the  Board  of  the  Manchester  Guardian  Society.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III. 

The  Drug  Tariff 

is  again  about  to  come  under  survey,  but 
my  opinion  accords  with  yours  (('.  D.,  January  8,  p. 
47)  that  there  is  little  prospect  of  any  serious  recon- 
sideration of  the  basis  of  the  existing  tariff.  I  am  also 
doubtful  about  any  improvement  in  terms  being  obtain- 
able at  the  present  time,  in  view  of  the  extent  to  which 
the  drug  filnd  is  overspent  and  the  excessive  strain  on  the 
national  finances.  As  you  suggest,  further  modifications 
in  the  direction  of  simplification  or  specialisation  may  be 
proposed,  and  such  proposals  will  need  to  be  scrutinised 
keenly  in  order  to  prevent  indirect  reduction  of  the 
chemist's  already  insufficient  remuneration.  No  sug- 
gestion of  any  cut  in  the  dispensing  fee  for  mixtures,  etc., 
should  be  entertained  by  those  negotiating  on  our  behalf. 
As  a.  matter  of  fact,  there  should  be  no  hesitation  in  ask- 
ing for  an  increased  dispensing  fee,  having  regard  to  the 
increased  responsibilities  that  have  been  thrust  upon  us 
by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  and  in  other  ways. 
The  actual  cost  of  dispensing  is  now  appreciably  higher 
than  it  was  ithree  years  ago,  and  it  is  not  reasonable  to 
expect  the  chemist  to  bear  this  extra  Lurden. 

Benevolence 

is  a  well-marked  quality  in  chemists  and  druggist.^, 
and  I  have  often  marvelled  at  the  wonderful  way  in 
which  they  respond  to  calls  for  the  assistance  of  those  who 
have  fallen  by  the  way  or  been  overtaken  by  misfortune. 
But  proper  organisation  is  necessary  if  the  benevolent 
instincts  of  any  class  are  to  be  exercised  to  the  fullest 
extent.  Those  who  are  able  and  willing  to  render  financial 
assistance  need  to  have  the  position  ma-de  clear  to  them., 
and  for  that  reason  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  Benevolent 
Fund  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  appears  to 
be  taking  steps  in  the  right  direction.  Some  who  have 
been  disposed  to  plume  themselves  upon  the  useful  relief 
work  accomplished  through  the  medium  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  may  receive  a  slight  shock  when  they  realise  hov.' 
little  per  head  is  being  contributed  regularly  by  chemists 
in  their  respective  districts  (C  <f-  D.,  January  8,  p.  49). 
We  have  long  known  how  well  up  in  the  list  Liverpool 
must  he,  but  few  can  have  imagined  that  any  district 
could  be  so  low  down  as  shown  by  the  analysis  commented 
uipon  by  Mr.  Simmons.  It  i^  not  clear  to  me  whether 
Mr.  Simmons  was  talking  about  subscriptions  only  or 
albout  total  contributions  trom  the  different  districts.  If 
the  latter,  chemi.sts  who  feel  disposed  to  make  good  the 
shortcoming  of  their  particular  districts  should  remember 
what  we  were  told  not  so  long  ago,  viz.,  that  contributions 
of  any  amount  are  of  greater  immediate  benefit  if  described 
as  subscriptions  rather  than  donations,  because  the  latter 
must  be  invested,  so  that  only  the  interest  is  available  for 
purposes  of  reli-ef. , 

Local  Scholarships, 

of  the  kind  for  which  Mr,  Eowsell  and 
Other  West  Country  pharmacists  have  assumed  responsi- 
bility, should  prove  lextremely  useful  in  stimulating  the 
efforts  of  pharmaceutical  students  locally,  but  care  will 
be  necessary  to  ensure  that  localisation  of  the  benefits 
does  not  have  the  effect  of  reducing  effort,  as  was  the 
case  with  the  Manchester  scholarship  not  so  very  long 
ago.  I  would  like  to  suggest  that,  in  the  event  of  no 
candidate  who  has  served  a  regular  apprenticeship  in 
Devon  or  Cornwall  attaining  the  desired  standard,  the 
scholarship  might  well  be  awarded  to  some  deserving 
candidate  who  had  failed  to  secure  some  other  pharma- 
ceutical scholarship,  though  obtaining  sufficient  marks, 
and  was  prepared  to  attend  the  school  at  Plymouth. 
This  would  have  the  result  of  keeping  the  scholarsliip 
in  use,  while  the  moral  effect  of  having  a  "  foreigner  " 
in  possession  should  he  pronounced  among  the  chemists' 
apprentices  of  Devon  and  Cornwall. 

Sick-ro»m  Spirits 

can  now  be  supplied  on  Sundays  without 
fear  of  trouble,  and  I  tender  my  thanks  to  you  for 
making  this  clear  in  your  issue  of  January  8  (p.  48). 


According  to  the  wording  of  the  Commissioners'  letter, 
the  prohibition  on  the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  between 
certain  hours  has  not  been  held  to  apply  to  the  sale 
of  approved  preparations  made  with  industrial  spirits ; 
but  none  of  us  knew  this,  and  it  has  again  been  left 
to  the  C.  <L-  D.  to  ascertain  the  facts  and  ease  our  minds 
by  prompt  publication.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  by 
the  way,  how  reluctant  the  Commissioners  are  to  admit 
the  existence  of  a  single  spirit  described  as  "  methyl- 
ated." It  is  always  "  spirits,"  in  the  plural,  with 
them.  Presumably  this  is  a  relic  of  ancient  custom,  like 
"  spirits  of  wine,"  "  spirits  of  salt,"  and  so  forth. 

Tiberius  Cavallo, 

was,  as  you  point  out  in  your  issue  of 
January  8,  a  "  natural  philosopher  "  rather  than  a 
chemist.  At  the  same  time,  I  think,  everyone  who  has 
any  acquaintance  with  his  "  Treatise  on  the  Nature  and 
Properties  of  Air  and  Other  Permanently  Elastic  Fluids  " 
will  admit  that  his  knowledge  of  chemistry  was  neither 
small  in  extent  nor  shallow.  This  volume  is  a  large 
quarto  of  over  800  pages  and  provided  with  three  large 
folding  plates  containing  engravings  of  some  dozens  of 
pieces  of  chemical  apparatus.  It  has  "  an  Introduction 
to  Chemistry,''  but  the  body  of  the  work  is  occupied 
with  a  discriminating  account  of  all  the  important  work 
done,  in  the  thirty  years  immediately  preceding  its  pub- 
lication in  1781,  on  the  constitution  and  properties  of 
what  we  now  call  gases.  Cavallo  is  not  a  subject  of 
much  importance  to  pharmaceutical  history,  but  it  is 
perhaps  worth  calling  to  mind  a  small  fact,  in  relation 
to  him,  which  is  of  some  subsidiary  interest.  In  the 
book  referred  to  Cavallo  mentions  "  the  ingenious  Mr. 
Bewly,"  who  found  that  "  mild  fixed  alkali  "  (sodium 
carbonate),  when  treated  with  "fixed  air"  (carbon 
dioxide)  in  water,  took  up  a  considerable  quantity  of 
the  gas  and  would  probably  be  of  great  use  in  medicine. 
We  know  from  another  source  thvit  the  said  Bewly  did 
make  such  a  solution,  which  he  called  "  Mephitic 
Julep,"  which  he  introduced  in  1767.  This  was  really 
the  first  "  soda  water,"  as  we  know  it,  which  was  made. 
Priestley  is  quite  frequently  named  as  its  inventor,  but 
his  preparation  was  plain  water  aerated  with  the  carbon 
dioxide.  The  question  arises  as  to  when  this  article  was 
first  named  "  soda  water."  Cavallo  seems  to  supply  the 
answer.  In  "  An  Essay  on  the  Medicinal  Properties  of 
Factitious  Airs,"  published  by  him  in  1798,  he  mentions 
an  "  acidulous  soda  water,  as  it  is  commonly  called.  ' 
and  he  also  refei-s  to  "  the  soda  water  which  is  now 
prepared  and  sold  in  London  by  a  ^Ir.  Schweppe." 
Cavallo's  references  to  the  name  "  soda  water  "  are  the 
earliest  with  which  I  am  acquainted  in  the  literature  of 
the  subject. 

Mr.  Hills 's  Reminiscences 

of  that,  historic  pharmacy  in 
Oxford  Street  quite  naturally  directed  my  thoughts  to  the 
engraving  of  Hunt's  painting  of  "  The  Laboratory  "  of 
that  establishment  in  Jacob  Bell's  time.  As  to  the  par- 
ticular time  at  which  it  was  painted,  I  am  not  at  all 
clear ;  and  I  do  not  know  as  to  whether  it  is  now  .a 
the  hands  of  Mr.  Hills  or  not.  In  my  opinion,  it  is 
quite  worthy  to  take  its  place  alongside  the  works  of 
those  Flemish  artists,  such  as  Ostade,  who  delighted  to 
portray  with  such  exquisite  minuteness  the  romantic 
interiors  in  which  the  alchemists  of  old  domiciled  them- 
selves. John  Simmonds,  the  laboratory  man.  dominates 
the  scene ;  but  the  utensils  and  other  items  distributed 
in  regular  and  irregular  fashion  in  the  immediate  apart- 
ment are  pregnant  with  interest  for  the  pharmacist.  The 
ancient  pattern  of  the  earthenware  seltzer-water  bottle 
which  lies  cheek  liy  jowl  with  the  egg-shaped  soda-water 
bottle,  as  well  as  the  argand  gas-burner,  date  the  work 
almost  as  significantly  as  the  costumes  of  the  lady  and 
gentleman  in  the  shop.  The  Wedgwood  funnels  and 
mortars,  as  well  as  the  glass  measures,  did  not  differ 
from  those  of  to-day.  The  furnace  for  the  still  and  the 
condenser  were  similar  to  those  found  in  other  estab- 
lishments of  a  similar  character,  but  most  of  them  are 
now  of  the  past.  I  have  an  idea  that  this  picture  has 
been  reproduced  in  your  pages.  [Yes ;  in  the  C.  ot-  D.f 
II,  1898,  p.  163.— Editor.

Editorial  Articles 

A  Call  to  Action 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  print  the  appeal  for  contribu^ 
tions  towards  a  Parliamentary  Fund,  which  is  being  sent 
to  every  registered  chemist  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain.  This  fund  is  being  raised  for  tho 
purpose  of  promoting  the  election  of  a  chemist  as  a 
member  of  Parliament,  so  that  there  will  be  a  spokesman 
in  the  House  of  Commons  when  any  measure  comes  before 
that  body  dealing  with  pharmacy  and  the  poison  laws. 
Of  the  necessity  for  such  a  representative  there  can  be 
no  question.  At  present  there  is  no  one  in  Parliament 
with  the  technical  knowledge  required  to  criticise  and 
obtain  amendments  to  any  Government  measures  which 
may  have  to  do  with  the  regulation  of  the  chemist's 
business.  The  Departmental  Committee  on  Poisons 
which  is  sitting  at  the  present  time  has  not,  so  f  ar^  been 
able  to  find  that  the  administration  of  the  poison  laws 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  faulty.  But  there  is  no 
doubt  that  in  attempting  to  justify  the  appointment  ot 
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the  Committee,  recommendations  will  be  made  in  the 
report  when  issued,  that  will  require  legislation  to  carry 
them  into  effect.  It  may  be  that  the  recommendations 
will  be  beneficial  to  pha.rmacy,  as  for  instance,  the  pro- 
hibition of  dispensing  in  shops  and  public  institutions  by 
unqualified  perisons.  Even  this  would  entail  legislation 
that  would  open  the  way  to  claims  of  vested  interests  by 
drug-stores  and  persons  who  dispense  in  institutions  and 
doctons'  surgeries,  without  having  the  pharmaceutical 
qualification.  There  must  be  someone  in  the  House  of 
Commons  to  control  such  claims,  not  only  in  the  interests 
of  chemists,  but  for  the  public  benefit.  There  is  no 
Government  department  with  sufficient  knowledge  of  the 
drug-trade  to  be  able  to  defend  itself  against  persons 
who  put  their  own  interests  against  the  public  good.  The 
professional  chemists,  for  example,  are  out  to  monopolise 
the  title  which  belongs  to  chemists  and  druggists  legally 
and  by  long  usage,  other  bodies  claim  that  the  deadly 
poisons  they  sell  or  use  should  be  sold  by  all  shopkeepers, 
and  again  the  goal  which  some  unqualified  persons  have 
in  mind  is  to  get  their  names  placed  on  the  Register  of 
-Chemists  and  Druggists  without  having  to  undergo  the 
examination  tests.  We  have  written  enough  to  show  that 
a  chemist  if  elected  to  the  House  of  Commons  would 
have  plenty  of  work  to  do  apart  from  other  general 
matters  which  require  looking  into.  The  scandal  of  the 
administration  of  the  Dangerous  Drugis  Acts  by  persons 
without  any  knowledge  of  drug-trade  requirements 
needs  exposing,  and  this  should  be  easier  in  the  future, 
as  the  House  of  Commons  is  waking  up  to  the  evil  cf 
"Legislation  by  regulation."  The  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  Regulations  form  as  bad  an  example  of  this  slip= 
shod  method  of  legislation  as  can  be  shown  anywhere. 
The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  recently  : — 

An  example  of  a  tendency  utterly  subversive  of  freedom 
is  when  an  Act  of  Parliament  is  carried  through  the  Legis- 
la-ture  ^\ith  haJf  a  dozen  lines  in  an  obscure  section  which 
provides  that  rales  may  be  made  under  that  Act,  and  that 
.those  rules  when  m^ade  should  beg-in  to  be  a  part  cf  the 
Act,  and_  should  have  the  same  force  as  though  they  were 
enacted  in  it.  What  hono:t  or  reasomable  excuse  is  there 
for  legislation  of  that  class?  Wo  observe,  eepeciilly  in  this 
counti-y  since  the  Avar,  a  great  and  increasing  pretemsion  on 
the  part  of  the  bureaucracy.  Tiie  bureaucrat  is  powerful 
precisely  in  proportion  to  his  ability  and  his  experience.  The 
bureaucrat  is  permanent;  the  Minister  is  here  to-day  and 
gone  to-morrow,  and  if  we  are  coming — ^he  did  not  say  we 
were — to  a  time  when  Ministei-s  must  be  comparatively  raw 
in  experience,  we  shall  be  more  and  more  in  the  hands  of 
the  extremely  able  and  diligent  young  people  of  the  Civil 
Service.  He  asked  them  to  employ  their  vigilant  criticism 
upon  all  Bills  before  either  House  of  Parliament  which 
incorporate  the  kind  of  clause  to  which  he  had  directed 
attention,  and  upon  all  acts  done  under  the  extremely 
plaaisible  guise  of  the  Prerogative  of  the  Crown. 

Mr.  W.  Marshall  Freeman,  Recorder  of  Stamford, 
also  called  attention  to  the  evil  in  a  letter  to  "  The 
Times."    He  wrote  : — 

A  few  days  ago  I  drew  the  attention  of  a  friend  in  the 
Middle  Temple  Library  to  the  ever  increasing  bulk  of  the 
'■  Statutory  Rules  and  Order.?  "  issued  by  Government 
Departments  that  encumber  the  shelves.  They  are,  in  laro-e 
measure,  the  product  of  the  energy  of  - those  whom  Lord 
Hewart  so  genially  describes  as  the  "  able  and  diligent 
young  people  of  the  Civil  Service."  They  interfere  in  every 
phase  of  modern  existence.  They  restrict  every  industry  and 
harass  every  trade.  They  prescribe  in  trifling  detail  bow 
the  simplest  processes  of  legal,  commercial,  industrial  and 
economic  life  shall  be  carried  out.  They  vary,  expound, 
revise  and  cancel  each  other  in  a  never-ending  kaleidoscopic 
procession,  and  at  every  turn  they  produce  more  State 
officials. 

We  see  therefore  that  on  public  grounds  a  chem.ist 
member  of  Parliament  with  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
Regulations  as  an  example  would  be  able  to  influence 
opinion  of  a  large  section  of  the  House  of  Commons.  It 
is  to  provide  .such  a  safeguard  that  the  Pharmaceutical 


Society  has  opened  the  Parliamentary  Fund.  Scarcely 
anything  can  be  done  unless  money  is  forthcoming  to 
assist  the  object  in  view.  The  sum  of  £10,000  is 
required  to  be  raised  by  April,  and  if  chemists  are  con- 
vinced of  the  necessity  of  protecting  their  interests  there 
should  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  this.  Contributions 
are  being  collected  by  the  Branches  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  and  already  the  North  London  Branch  has  set 
an  excellent  example  for  others  to  follow.  Chemists  may 
also  send  their  guineas  direct  to  the  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.i,  or  if  preferred,  the  money  may  be  sent  to  The 
Chemist  and  Drtcgist,  and  we  will  see  that  it  reaches 
headquarters  promptly.  Acknowledgments  will  be  sent 
out  by  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
it  is  intended  to  publish  classified  lists  of  contributors, 
but  not  individual  amounts. 


Insurance  Dispensing  Contracts 

On  May  1,  1924,  the  present  terms  for  Insurance  dis- 
pensing came  into  force.  The  contracts  then  made  wero 
to  laist  for  three  years,  so  that  on  May  1,  1927,  th.e 
conditions  of  service  for  panel  chemists  may  again  be 
modified.  It  is  not  too  early,  therefore,  to  review  the 
position  and  to  consider  what  changes  may  be  expected 
when  the  present  contracts  expire.  We  confess  to  a 
certain  feeling  of  disappointment  at  the  barren  nature 
of  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission — barren,  that  is, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  pharmaceutical  service. 
Approval  is  expressed  of  the  way  in  which  pharmacists 
have  provided  medical  requisites  for  the  insured  popula- 
tion, but  there  are  no  constructive  criticisms  or  sugges- 
tions for  any  improvement  either  of  the  service  or  the 
chemist's  position  under  the  Acts.  Almost  the  only 
recommendation  by  the  Commission  having  any  bearing' 
on  the  chemist's  work  is  that  which  suggests  that,  in 
considering  from  time  to  time  the  terms  of  service  for 
doctors  and  chemists,  it  is  desirable  that  contracts  shou'id 
be  made  for  long  periods  of  service  in  order  to  remove 
the  feeling  of  uncertainty  about  the  future  which  short 
periods  are  bound  to  produce.  Before  this  Royal  Com- 
mission met,  it  was  freely  suggested  that,  as  the  whole 
position  of  Health  Insurance  was  to  be  reviewed,  it 
might  be  possible  to  secure  changes  in  the  system  which 
would  be  more  favourable  to  chemists.  Becauise  the 
whole  scheme  would  be  examined  piecemeal  and  every 
section  criticised,  it  seemed  bound  to  follow  that  soms 
alteration  would  be  made  as  the  result  of  the  experience 
of  twelve  years'  working,  and  that  if  chemists'  repre- 
sentatives were  fully  alive  to  all  the  possibilities  of  the 
situation  some  gains  might  be  secured.  The  report  oc 
the  Royal  Commiission  was  published  on  March  1,  1926, 
and  from  that  report  it  does  not  seem  at  :.ll  likely  that 
any  change  will  be  made  in  the  principles  which  govern 
the  terms  of  the  chemists'  contract.  The  so-called 
commercial  tariff  still  holds  the  field  unchallenged,  an.:l, 
so  far  as  can  be  seen,  will  remain  the  basis  upon  whicn 
the  chemist's  remuneration  will  be  calculated.  In  the 
future,  as  in  the  past,  improvements  m  the  minor  details 
of  the  scheme  will  only  be  obtained  by  strenuous  and 
prolonged  agitation  and  negotiation  on  the  part  o' 
chemists'  representatives.!.!:  It  is  unfortunately  true  that 
the  past  ten  years  have  established  as  a  routine  pro- 
cedure what  was  originally  introduced  and  accepted;  as  an 
experiment.  The  commercial  tariff  of  1916  was  some- 
thing quite  new  ;  of  the  probable  results  of  its  working 
chemists  had  no  certain  knowledge.  It  was  accepted 
in  the  hope  that  it  would  prove  favourable  ;  but  when  it 
was  found  that  the  results  left  much  to  be  desired,  no 
real  demand  was  made  for  a  new  scheme  on  a  different 
basis,  but  attempts  were  made  to  patch  the  old  one.  The 
details    which    were  held  to    be    unsatisfactory  were 
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modified  instead  of  altering  the  principles  of  the  scheme. 
And  so  this  commercial  basis  of  payment  for  professio.ial 
services  is  still  with  us.  One  is  almost  tempted  to  say 
that  English  chemists  lost  a  good  deal  of  their  pro- 
fessional status  when  their  contract  with  the  State  was 
reduced  to  a  calculated  balancing  of  services  and 
material  against  net  cash  payments.  The  use  of  stock 
mixtures  and  the  adoption  of  local  formularies  helped  to 
lower  the  professional  standard  of  pharmacy.  They 
have,  to  a  very  large  extent,  done  away  with  many  of 
the  scientific  pharmaceutical  operations  which  used  to  De 
carried  out  in  most  good-class  establishments ;  and  now 
the  Insurance  chemist's  work  appears  to  consist  very 
largely  ot  routine  weighing  and  measuring  operations 
instead  of  the  complicated  operations  of  compounding 
which  were  at  one  time  necessary.  There  appears  to 
liave  been  no  demand  made  by  chemists'  representatives 
since  1916  for  a  reversion  to  the  original  basis  of  pay- 
ment put  forward  in  1913.  In  the  first  English  tariff 
prepared  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
there  was  no  dispensing  fee  paid  for  appliances : 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  'before  the  tariff  prices 
of  drugs  were  fixed  a  certain  percentage  was  added 
to  the  cost  price  to  yield  the  chemist  a  profit. 
There  was,  of  course,  the  discounting  clause  included  in 
the  contract,  and  it  was  because  of  this  that  the  Com- 
mittee which  evolved  the  commercial  tariff  was  set  up. 
But  the  introduction  of  a  decimal  system  of  payment 
was  not  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  abolition  of  the 
discounting  clause.  In  the  light  of  subsequent  knowledge 
and  experience,  one  is  led  to  doubt  whether  the  com- 
mercial tariff  should  ever  have  been  accepted  by  English 
chemists.  Our  Scottish  brethren  knew  better  than  we 
•did.  They  stuck  to  their  original  bargain,  ffnd  refused 
to  move  from  that  position.  And  later  events  seem  to 
have  proved  that  their  action  was  right.  They  found  a 
way  of  getting  over  the  discounting  clause  by  pooling 
surpluses,  etc.,  and  many  of  the  other  disadvantages  of 
that  system  have  been  eliminated  since  1916.  Yet  the 
Scot  still  gets  his  halfpenny  per  ingredient,  while  the 
services  of  his  English  confrhe.  are  assessed  in  terms 
of  the  "  deci-penny."  With  regard  to  the  terms  under 
which  chemists  contract  to  supply  Insurance  medicines, 
it  appears  to  -be  extremely  unlikely  that  ^  any  radical 
change  in  the  existing  arrangements  can  be  effected 
now.  When  we  dealt  with  this  matter  during  the  sitting 
of  the  Commission,  we  suggested  that  possibly  the  only 
direction  in  which  relief  was  likely  to  be  obtained  was 
the  allowance  for  establishment  expenses.  The  chemists' 
representatives  who  sat  on  the  Departmental  Committee 
on  the  drug  tariff  were  never  satisfied  with  the  suggested 
flat  rate  allowance  of  0.8d.  per  prescription  to  cover  all 
overhead  business  charges.  In  spite  of  their  disagxee- 
ment,  however,  this  condition  was  imposed  upon  chemists. 
Here,  again,  it  might  be  said,  chemists  should  not  have 
agreed  to  accept  service,  and  yet  they  were  willing  to 
try  an  experiment  in  order  to  further  the  cause  of  public 
health.  If  chemists  generally  are  dissatisfied  and  feel 
that  a  good  case  for  improvement  could  be  made  out, 
they  should  press  for  the  reopening  of  the  question  of 
the  amount  allowed  for  establishment  charges.  It  is 
more  than  prolbable  that  at  any  present-day  gathering 
of  chemists  the  majority  would  affirm  that  the  present 
terms  for  Insurance  dispensing  are  inadequate;  yet  that 
does  not  appear  to  be  the  view  adopted  by  our  late 
champions  of  Blooms'bury  now  that  they  have  ceased 
to  be  responsible  for  the  trade  interests  of  phai-macy. 
The  "  Unofficial  Observations  "  by  "  Criticus,"  which 
appeared  in  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  on  May  1, 
1926,  included  the  following  statement  :— 

".  .  .  itlhc  larger  the  volume  of  Insvirance  dispeiisin.o-  the 
more,  pi-ofitable  is  it  to  the  pharmacist.    ...    If  this  typo 


of  dispensing  were  unremunerative  the  panel  chemist  woiiild 
have  discarded  it  long  ago.  It  is  not  as  lucrative  as  dis- 
pensing for  one's  private  customers,  but  there  are  Uioiisands 
of  chemists  to-day  who  would  say  .  .  .  that  their 
Insu.rance  dispensing  has  enabled  them  to  pass  from  financial 
stringency  to  comparative  comfort.    .    .  ."" 

We  had  thought  that  everyone  connected  with  phar- 
macy would  at  least  agree  that  the  present  terms  for 
Insurance  dispensing  were  inadequate,  that  in  this  work 
it  was  still  necessary  to  maintain  the  highest  professional 
standards,  and  that  the  contractor  was  justified  in  asking 
in  return  for  his  services  fees  on  a  scale  commensurate 
with  his  training  and  attainments.  And  yet  it  seems 
to  be  beyond  the  ability  of  those  charged  with  the  duty 
of  conducting  negotiations  on  lyehalf  of  chemists  to  put 
forward  convincing  claims  in  this  direction.  It  may  be 
that  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  the  body  charged 
with  conducting  negotiations  on  a  national  basis  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  is  aware  that  an  investigation 
now  into  chemists'  costs  would  show  no  more  favourable 
result  than  it  did  in  1915.  If  that  is  the  case,  it  is 
better  to  allow  the  present  conditions  to  continue.  There 
were  no  good  reasons  that  the  R.P.U.  could  adduce  in 
1924  for  altering  the  existing  basis  of  payment  :  there 
were  alterations  made  in  detail,  but  no  modification  in 
principle.  In  spite  of  all  its  various  activities — possibly 
in  some  degree  because  of  the  variety  of  its  activities — ■ 
the  R.P.U.  appears  to  be  unable  to  make  any  suggestions 
for  greatly  improving  the  present  position  of  the  panel 
chemist.  It  is  useless  to  insist  on  an  increase  in 
remuneration  unless  arguments  which  justify  it  can  be 
put  foi-ward.  Mere  opinions  are  valueless ;  facts  are  the 
only  arguments  vv'hich  v.'ill  carry  conviction,  and  these, 
apparently,  are  difficult  to  obtain.  We  are  not  disclosing 
any  secrets  as  to  the  weakness  of  the  chemist's  position. 
-These  things  are  as.  welT  known  in  -Whitehall  as  they 
are  in  Queen  Square.  The  truth  is  that  while  everyone 
agrees  that  the  terms  are  insufficient,  no  one  can  put 
forward  any  argument  for  increase  which  will  stand 
investigation  by  the  Government  department  concerned. 


Special  Parliamentary  Fund 

The-  following  is  the  appeal  which  is  being  made  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to  every  chemist

When  the  Niaitional  Insurance  Act,  1911,  was  passing 
through  the  Hoiusi©  of  Commons  there  was  a  pharmacist 
jNIember  of  Parliament.  Evei'y  pbarmacast  in  business 
lealises  to-day  what  it  meajit  to  pha.rmiacy  to  have  a 
Member  in  the  House  at  that  difficult  time.  Similar  diffi- 
culties are  before  Uis  now.  Wiithin  a  year  or  two  a  con- 
solidated PhariTiacy  Bill  may  bo  introduced  inlo'  Parliament, 
and  this  oijportiinity  may  be  seized  by  interests  hostile  to 
pharmiacy  to  take  from  us  many  of  the  vested  rights  and 
privileges  which  we  now  enjoy  under  the  present  Acts.

Departments  the  power  to  make  detailed  reigoilations  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  intentions  of  the  Act.  Phaimaciets 
have  had  experience  of  what  this  "  legislation  by  regula- 
tion "  means,  and  a  new  Pbarmiacy  Act  may  provide  for 
more  harassing  and  oppressive  regula;tions. 

Mic-  members  of  any  profession  have  the  right  to  carry  on 
their  busiiiisss  with  the  minimum  of  State  interference,  and 
pharmacy  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Sooicity  have  a  good  case 
to  put  forward.  But  there  is  only  one  place  wher.e  this  can 
be  done  effectively,  and  that  is  on  the  floor  of  tlio  Hoaise  of 
Oommons.  At  no  time  h.as  it  been  more  necessary  that  we 
should  liave  a  pliarmiac-ist  lihero  to  put  that  case.  We  have 
at  leasit  one  prospective  candidate,  ami  the  Council  of  the 
Society  appeal  throiugh  this  letter  to  evei-y  person  interested 
in  pharmacy  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  subseribe 
to  tills  special  fund  to  be  iised  to  secure  firat,  this  candidate's 
return,  and  then  the  return  of  otheiTS  as  opportunities  px-esent 
theonselves.

We  ask  yoa — 

(1)  To  fill  up  the  enclosad  form  and  to  send  it  back_  at 
once  with  j^our  contributiioii  in  the  accompanying 
envelope ;

For  years  one  of  his  special 
departments  was  the  conduct  and  management  of  the 
spice-grinding  side  of  the  business.  He  took  a  personal 
and  keen  interest  in  all  the  various  developments  of 
pepper  grinding,  which  has  been  one  of  the  features-  of 
the  company's  activities.  For  the  last  two  or  three 
years  Mr.  Hobbs  has  taken  things  more  easily,  and, 
although  still  in  excellent  health,  he  and  the  directors 
felt  the  time  had  come  when  he  might  retire  from 
active  work.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to  have  a 
photograph  made  of  some  of  the  Cowper  Street  works 
staff  who  have  been  particularly  under  Mr.  Hobbs. 
The  group  is  of  those  who  had  been  with  the  company 
for  twenty-five  years  and  over,  exclusive  of  the  office 
staff.  Tho  total  years'  service  of  the  group  is  833  years, 
en  average  of  just  under  forty  years  each.  The  longest 
service  is  that  of  W.  Lancaster,  who  entered  the  works 
in  November  1869.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Hertfordshire, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, held  recently,  it  was  reported  that  the  names 
of  four  diemaists^  have  been  added  to  the  panel.  Th« 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  reported  on  a  case 
of  alleged  inaccurate  disipensing  by  &  chemist.  The  cer- 
tifioate  of  analyses  showed  that  "  pot.  chlor."  w-as  found 
to  be  present  instead  of  "  pot.  bicarb."  The  chemist 
S'tated  thai  he  was  unable  to  account  for  the  error  in 
the  ingu-edieaits,  and  expressed  his  regi-et.  A  fine  of 
£1  I'S.  was  impcsed.  The  repoi-t  added  that  during  the 
year  twenty-six  sa-niipJes  of  medicaments  and  six  samples 
of  appliances  had  been  taken.  In  twenty-seven  cases  no 
fuiither  aotdon  was  necessaxy;  in  the  remaining  five  cases, 
however,  the  Subcommittee  had  recommended  fines  of 
£5  (wifiioh  had  been  reduced  to  £1  by  the  Minister  of 
Health),  £1  Is.  and  £1.  During  the  year  whioh  com- 
menced on  October  1,  1926,  a  furthea-  thirty-two  samples 
would  be  taken 

Huddersfield.— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee,  held  recently,  over  which  Sir  William  Rams- 
den  presided,  the  annual  report  referred  to  the  drug- 
testing  scheme  adopted  by  the  committee,  twenty-three 
tests  having  been  made  since  the  last  report.  In  four 
cases  the  chemists  concerned  were  requested  to  attend 
before  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee,  and  in 
two  of  these  cases  the  subcommittee  deemed  it  necessary 
to  administer  a  caution  to  the  chemists  responsible.  A 
further  case  was  at  present  under  consideration.  The 
average  total  cost  per  prescription  for  this  area 
approached  closely  the  average  for  the  committees  form- 
ing the  group.  For  the  quarter  ended  September  30, 
1926,  the  average  was  the  same,  8. 2d.  The  total  number 
of  prescriptions  continued  to  increase.  The  use  of 
insulin  had  appeared  to  he,  on  the  increase,  the  cost  to 
the  committee  for  the  same  quarter  being  £12  19s.  4d. 
The  tests  made  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  showed 
a-  small  margin  of  alleged  error.  On  1,681  Huddersfield 
prescriptions  scrutinised,  value  £55  2s.  lid.,  for  June 
1926,  the  alleged  underpricing  was  ^-d.,  and  the  over- 
pricing nil.    The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Lancashire. — The  total  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed in  the  Lancashire  No.  4  area  from  July  1  to 
September  30  were  stated  to  be  454,142,  the  cost  of  the 
ingredients  being  £3,183.  and  the  total  dispensing  fees 
£8,404.  The  average  cost  of  prescription  for  ingredients 
was  4.3d.  and  for  dispensing  4.4d.  The  lowest  average 
cost  per  ingredient  was  at  Blackpool  (3.8d.),  and  the 
lowest  average  dispensing  fee  at  Barrow  (4.3d.).  For  the 
total  average  cost  the  lowest  amount  was  at  Barrow 
(8.2d.)  and  the  highest  at  Bury  (9.3d.). 

Portsmouth — Payments  to  chemists  amounting  to 
£722  ISs.  9d.  for  September  were  approved  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Insurance  Committee  on  December  30.  The  esti- 
mate of  administrative  expenditure  for  1927  was  passed 
at  £2,473,  this  figure  including  £450  in  respect  of  the 
Committee's  contribution  towards  the  Pricing  Office  and 
£30  for  testing  drugs,  etc.,  under  the  new  scheme.  The 
Committee  have  invited  the  National  Association  of 
Insurance  Committees  to  hold  their  annual  meeting  at 
Portsmouth  this  year. 

Portsmouth. — The  Insurance  Committee  have  recently 
circulated  to  each  chemist  upon  the  panel  the  first  report 
on  the  drug-testing  scheme,  covering  the  period  from 
December  1925  to  October  1926.  This  shows  that  foiu-teen 
samples  were  taken.  In  three  cases  only  was  the  analyst's 
report  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcom- 
mittee, but  no  further  action  was  taken  by  the  In.suranc8 
Committee. 

Preston. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
held  on  January  6,  Councillor  Sergeant  reported  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  had  made  usual  tests  during 
the  year,  and  in  only  three  instances  were  there  matters 
calling  for  attention.  He  congratulated  chemists  on  the 
way  they  had  dispensed  the  prescriptions.

Part  III  of  the  Mexican  Pharmacopoeia  is  devoted  to 
chemical  products,  wliich  are  described  in  the  alpha- 
betical order  of  their  Spanish  names  consecutively,  and 
not  in  the  form  of  separate  monographs.  The  title  is 
followed  by  its  Spanish  synonyms,  Latin,  French,  and 
English  equivalents ;  chemical  formula  ;  characters  ;  mode 
of  preparation ;  tests ;  therapeutic  uses ;  doses,  and  in 
some  cases,  antidotes,  incompatibilities,  and  directions  as 
to  storage.  Cross  references  are  frequent.  Pharmaceu- 
tical preparations  are  grouped  together  in  Part  IV,  and 
these  are  described  on  tlie  same  lines  as  the  chemical 
products.  This  part  is  a  veritable  formulary,  embracing 
a  very  wide  range  of  preparations.  Liquid  e.xtract  of  digi- 
talis is  required  to  contain  0.25  per  cent,  of  glucosides, 
determined  by  the  following  method  :  Dilute  20  c.c.  of 
liquid  extract  of  digitalis  with  130  c.c.  of  water,  add 
sufficient  test  solution  of  neutral  lead  acetate  (94.825  in

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1,000  c.c.)  to  produce  200  c.c.  Shake  the  mixture,  filter, 
take  100  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  and  add  test  solution  of 
sodium  sulphate  to  remove  the  excess  of  lead.  After 
forty-eight  hours  transfer  the  filtered  solution  to  a  sepa- 
rator, washing  the  residue  twice  with  a  small  quantity 
of  water,  which  is  added  to  the  contents  of  the  filter  ; 
then  add  2  to  4  c.c.  of  solution  of  ammonia  and  30  c.c. 
of  chloroform ;  shake  for  one  minute ;  set  aside  until 
separation  occurs,  whereupon  the  chloroformic  layer  is 
filtered  into  a  capsule.  Repeat  this  extraction,  using 
each  time  the  same  amount  of  chloroform,  five  times, 
whereupon  the  collected  chloroformic  solution  is  evapo- 
rated on  a  water  bath.  Dissolve  the  residue  in  30  c.c.  of 
chloroform,  add  10  c.c.  of  ether  and  70  c.c.  of  petroleum 
ether,  shake,  and  set  aside  for  forty-eight  hours.  Remove 
the  clear  liquid  and  evaporate  the  residue  in  a  tared 
watch  glass  on  the  water  bath  to  dryness ;  the  weight 
of  the  resulting  residue,  multiplied  by  10,  gives  the 
amount  of  gkicosides  present  in  100  c.c.  of  liquid  extract. 
In  the  chapter  on  tinctures  a  table  is  included  showing 
the  percentage  of  active  principle  present  in  those, 
twenty-six  in  all,  for  which  a  definite  standard  is  pre- 
scribed. Contrary  to  the  attitude  adopted  in  many  other 
countries,  where  this  procedure  is  officially  prohibited, 
the  Mexican  Pharmacopoeia  emphasises  the  value  of  the 
use  of  standardised  fluid  extracts  as  the  basis  for  the 
preparation  of  solid  extracts,  infusions,  decoctions, 
elixirs,  syrups,  tinctures,  etc.  Their  use,  it  is  stated, 
obviates  the  many  manipulations  demanded  by  the  anti- 
quated and  defective  procedures  hitherto  adopted ; 
fui-ther,  it  presents  the  great  advantage  of  permitting 
the  extemporaneous  preparation  of  medicaments  possess- 
ing a  definite  standard.  To  facilitate  the  preparation  of 
tinctures,  tables  are  given  showing  the  amounts  of  fluid 
extract,  alcohol,  and  water  required  to  produce  100,  500 
and  1,000  c.c.  of  a  tincture  representing  10  or  20  per 
cent,  of  drug,  with  an  alcohol  content  of  60,  70  and  80 
per  cent,  respectively.  Two  laws  affecting  ipharmacy  are 
included  in  the  appendix  :  The  regulations  regarding 
the  traffic  in  products  capable  of  being  used  to  encourage 
vices  which  degenerate  the  race,  and  those  dealing  with 
the  cultivation  of  plants  which  might  be  used  for  these 
purposes — the  Mexican  law  on  narcotics  of  1920^ — ^as  well 
as  the  decree  of  1925  regulating  the  importation  of  opium, 
morphine,  cocaine,  etc.  The  work  closes  with  a  general 
index,  and  a  separate  index  of  Latin  names,  which 
occupy  no  less  than  102  pages.

essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Thehe  is  as  y&t  little  improvement  in  mai-ket  conditions 
in  Mincing  Lane  produce,  and  business  remains  very  quiet.

Coal  Tar  Products  in  1926 

This  .[iiarket  was  influenced  by  the  coal  strike  mere 
than  others,  being  directly  connected  with  that  industry 
and  dependent  upon  it  for  supplies.  Quotations  for  all 
products  show  very  conisiderable  advances  as  the  strike 
progressed,  reaching  famine  prices  by  October.  The 
values  then  quoted  were,  however,  mostly  nominal,  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  supplies.  The  year  closed  with 
high  prices  istill  ruling,  but  unsteadiness  has  set  in  and 
a  general  decline  in  tlie  markets  is  bound  to  take  place 
ill  the  New  Year,  but  it  will  be  some  time  before  normal 
conditions  are  reached  in  many  products.  Aniline  oil 
and  salt  opened  at  7d.,  and  fell  aVay  to  6^d.,  and  since 
the  strike  hardened  to  9|d.,  closing  at  that  figure. 
Benzol  appreciated  fiom  9d.  to  Is. "per  gallon  for  all 
grades  during  the  last  fi\e  monthis  of  the  .year,  and  most 
of  the  supplies  of  standard  motor  were  imported.  The 
market  now  tends  to  weaken.  Carbolic  acid  crystals 
opened  at  4|d.,  and  advanced  to  5^d.  in  February  to. 
5gd.  in  March  with  good  business,  and  then  weakened 
to  4|d.  in  May.  Another  upward  movement  then  set  iu. 
and  5^d.  wr.is  recorded  at  the  end  of  September,  but 
there  was  very  little  business  about.  In  November  tlie 
market  became  much  brighter,  with  prices  up  to  7d.,  and 


the  year  closes  firm  at  that  figure  with  supplies  short. 
Creosote  oil  was  on  the  quiet  side  most  of  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year,  and  there  was  little  movement  from 
6^d,  ex  works.  In  July  values  hardened,  and  since  that 
time  there  has  been  an  acute  shortage  of  supplies,  the 
closing  prices  being  about  8|d.  ex  works  and  Q^d.  f.o.b. 
As  there  are  some  six  months  leeway  to  make  up  in 
consumption  of  this  article,  the  demand  for  home  use  is 
likely  to  exceed  the  supply  for  some  time,  and  little 
change  in  prices  is  expected  in  the  immediate  future. 
Cresylic  acid  (97  to  99  per  cent.)  American  specifica- 
tion, after  opening  at  Is.  5-^-d.,  quickly  moved  up  to 
Is.  9d.,  and  by  August  up  to  2s.  Id.  was  being  quoted 
f.o.b.  drums  extra,  and  there  was  practically  no  bulk 
supplies  available.  The  year  closes  firm  with  supplies 
very  short  at  2s.  4d.  to  2s.  4^d.  Naphthalene  was  dull 
and  cheap  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  it  w-as 
only  in  the  last  three  months  that  a  firmer  tone  was 
reported  for  Continental.  At  the  cloise  of  the  year  prices 
were  easing  somewhat,  flakes  and  balls  opened  at 
£13  10s.,  and  had  reached  £15  10s.  f.o.b.  by  November, 
weakening  to  about  £14  10s.  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Solvent  naphthas  were  steady  from  January  to  June, 
with  90  to  160  at  Is.  4|d.  naked  at  works.  In  July, 
prices  advanced  to  Is,  lOd.  and  up  to  2s..  with  supplies 
very  scarce.  Something  like  Is.  9fd.  was  maintained  up 
to  early  December,  when  the  market  became  quieter  and 
slightly  easier,  closing  at  Is.  9d.  Pyridine  has  had  a 
bad  year ;  opening  at  19s.  6d.  per  gallon  on  an  active 
market,  by  February  had  fallen  to  17s.  9d.,  and  to  17s. 
by  July,  with  very  little  business  being  done.  From 
October  the  shipment  market  to  America  failed  alto- 
gether, and  the  closing  price  was  nominal  at  10s.  f.o.b- 
PiTCH. — After  opening  dull — in  fact  idle — and  quoted 
nominal  at  57s.  6d.,  this  important  market  had  moved  to 
90s.  by  Api-il,  and  then  fell  back  in  June  to  80s.,  quickly 
recovering  in  July/August,  when  97s.  6d.  was  quoted. 
From  that  time  to  the  end  of  the  coal  strike  there  w-as 
a  wild  scramble  for  supplies  in  all  parts  of  the  world, 
and  in  consequence  quoted  prices  jumped  each  day,  and 
almost  hourly,  reaching  205s.  to  210s.  at  the  end  of 
November.  With  a  settlement  of  the  coal  strike  the 
market  began  to  fall  back,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
conditions  point  to  further  material  .reductions.  In  the 
meantime  buyers  are  apparently  keeping  off  the  market  : 
closing  quotation  is  about  120s. 

Japan's  Iodine  Exports 

Exports  of  iodiaie  from  .Japan  during  the  first  seven  months 
of  1926  amounted  to  25,326  kin.  against  17,931  kin  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1925.  Exports  of  potassium  iodide 
also  show  a  considerable  increase,  rising  from  8.630  kin 
during  January  to  July  31,  1925.  to  19,363  kin  in  the  cor- 
responding period  of  the  present  year.

Drug  Tariff  Review 

Sib, — Your  review  of  the  various  Mgotiatiom  with 
regard  to  the  drug  tariff  (C.  &  D.,  January  8,  p.  46) 
shows  UK  that  although  we  may  have  been  succesisful  in 
gaining'  some  slight  minor  concessions,  we  are  in  reality 
no  nearer  adequate  remuneration  for  Insurance  work  than 
we  were  at  first.  The  whole  scheme  turns  on  the  so-called 
commercial  tariff ;  until  we  are  enabled  to  get  away  from 
this,  I  am  afraid  we  shall  never  receive  payment  on  a 
scale  suitable  for  skilled  and  professional  work.  We  >re 
in  a  position  in  which  the  authorities  can  point  to  the 
amount  paid  for  drugs  and  then  to  that  paid  in  fees, 
and  argue  from  this  comparison  that  we  are  making 
50  per  cent,  profit  on  our  turnover.  The  fact  that  such 
an  argument  would  not  hold  good  for  one  moment  if 
viewed  in  the  light  of  cold  reason,  as  for  example  by 
a  study  of  the  C  &  D.  Retail  Price  List,  would  not 
be  admitted  by  them.  Some  few  weeks  ago  a  similar 
argument  was  raised  in  regard  to  the  tariff  for  dental 
work  for  Insurance  benefit  ;  it  was  stated  that  the 
materials  required  for  fillings  cost  about  a  penny  for 
twenty  teeth.  I  wonder  what  the  comments  of  dental 
surgeons  would  be  if  they  were  offered  0.05d.  plus  a 
fivepenny  fee  for  each  filling.  And  surely  dental  work 
is  not  so  much  more  responsible  than  dispensing.  Turn- 
ing to  dressings,  there  is  still  a  large  amount  of  waste 
in  spread  plasters  and  protectives ;  they  should  be 
supplied  only  in  standard  sizes,  in  the  same  way  as  lints 
are  at  present,  and  then  there  would  be  no  waste.  1 
see  in  the  same  issue  of  the  C.  (C  D.  that  at  Eastbourne 
panel  chemists  agree  that  camelhair  pencils  and  throat 
brushes  should  be  added ;  surely  this  is  a  short-sighted 
policy.  If  we  go  on  at  this  rate,  in  course  of  time  we 
may  have  to  supply  anything  and  everything  at  cost 
rice  and  a  fee  of  twopence.  To  make  this  plainer  we 
ave  only  to  look  again  at  the  report  of  this  same 
meeting,  and  we  see  that  the  secretary  was  requested 
to  inquire  the  probable  price  of  trusses  if  included  in 
the  tariff.  Trusses,  if  included,  would  be  charged  at 
cost  price  (and  possibly  such  a  cost  price  as  we  have 
seen  charged  for  eyebaths),  plus  a  twopenny  fee  on 
articles  up  to  2s.  6d.,  and  so  on;  then  we  should  have 
the  doctor  who  simply  wrote  on  the  script  one  truss  " 
and  told  the  patient  to  go  to  the  nearest  panel  chemist 
and  get  fitted  with  a  suitable  one.  The  customer  would 
expect  the  chemist  to  fit  him,  and  if  he  did  not  consider 
himself  satisfied  would  bring  the  truss  back  to  change 
it. — Yours  truly.

Popular  Misapprehensions 

Sm, — Although  all  pharmacists  will  agree  that  -dis- 
pensing, which  is  the  most  important  part  of  their 
Qualifying  examination,  should  be  restricted  to  those 
who  have  passed  that  examination,  yet  I  am  inclined  to 
think  with  "  Xrayser  III"  (C.  <b  D.,  December  25, 
1926,  p.  947)  that  the  public  will  require  further  educa- 
tion before  such  a  complete  change  in  their  habits  gets 
into  smooth  working  order.  The  trouble  is  that  very 
few  of  the  general  public  have  any  idea  of  the  skill 
required  to  dispense  medicine  properly,  or  of  the  respon- 
sible duty  undertaken  by  the  dispenser.  The  average 
person  seems  to  think  that  all  the  work  entailed  consists 
of  filling  up  a  bottle  out  of  a  larger  stock  bottle,  an 
idea  probaibly  arising  from  glimipses  of  doctors'  dispens- 
ing caught  through  the  half-open  door  of  the  surgery; 
the  process  of  reasoning  does  not  carry  him  far  enough 
to  consider  where  or  how  that  stock  bottle  was  filled 
in  the  first  place.  Even  after  all  these  years  of  Insur- 
ance dispensing,  the  insured  person  gives  you  the  im- 
pression by  his  attitude  and  remarks  that  all'  the  chemist 
has  to  do  is  to  take  the  paper  he  hands  over  the  counter. 


disappear  behind  the  dispensing  screen,  and  bob  up 
again  like  a  jack-in-the-box  a  moment  later  with  the 
medicine  ready  for  taking.  The  patient  has  no  know-' 
ledge  of  the  fact  that  many  prescriptions  take  time  and 
skill  in  compounding,  and  is  frequently  openly  sceptical 
when  asked  to  call  back  later  in  the  case  of  a  script 
which  takes  time  to  make  up.  Another  misapprehension 
which  dies  hard  with  Insurance  customers  is  that 
chemists  can  and  do  put  any  quality  of  drugs  they 
like  into  panel  medicine ;  one  feels  that  it  is  adding 
insult  to  injury  in  these  days  of  inspectors  of  all  kinds 
when  a  man  hands  over  an  Insurance  script  with  the 
remark  that  he  would  prefer  to  pay  extra  to  get  the 
proper  drugs  put  in.  And  then  there  is  the  time 
taken  up  in  going  first  to  the  surgery  and  then  to  the 
pharmacy;  in  many  instances  this  does  constitute  a  real 
hardship  to  working  people,  and  could  be  avoided  in 
most  cases  if  the  doctors  would  pay  some  attention  to 
their  puiblished  hours  for  seeing  patients  instead  of 
keeping  them  waiting  for  an  hour  or  more  as  at  present. 
I  have  often  wondered  whether  there  are  any  panel 
chemists  who  send  out  Insurance  medicine  in  the  same 
way  as  they  do  private  work;  such  a  method  would 
simplify  matters  a  good  deal.  But,  before  the  system 
of  sending  medicine  could  be  generally  adopted,  there 
would  have  to  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  rate  of 
payment  on  the  present  tariff  scale,  which  simply  does 
not  allow  one  to  indulge  in  the  usual  amenities  of 
business ;  indeed,  I  am  convinced  from  my  own  figures 
that  if  Insurance  work  were  taken  as  a  separate  depart- 
ment on  its  own  merits  it  would  invariably  show  a 
Slight  loss. — Faithfully  yours.

Unreasonable  Critics 

Sir, — ^In  the  report  of  the  meetinig  of  the  Wealdstone 
District  Council  [C.  <£•  D.,  January  1,  p.  2)  it  is  stated 
tha;t  a  suggestion  was  made  that  persons  suffering  with 
diphtheria  had  been  treated  by  chemists  before  being 
taken  to  a  doctor,  and  a  further  sug;gestion  was  made 
that  the  Ministry  of  Health  should  be  approached  to 
provide  legislation  to  prevent  such  a  state  of  affairs. 
Fomtunately,  the  chemists  appear  to  have  had  a  good 
defender,  although  it  might  have  been  thought  to  be 
obvious  that  a  chemist  invariably  refers  a  customer  to 
a  doctor  if  there  are  any  serious  symptoms;  hut,  if  such 
legislation  were  to  be  provided,  would  it  make  the  situa- 
tion better  or  worse  ?  Decidedly  worse,  Iiecriuse  many 
people  would  take  little  notice  of  a  sore  throat  sooner 
than  run  to  a  doctor  and  would  probably  not  take  this 
course  until  they  were  really  ill,  when  it  might  be  too 
late,  whereas  now  they  will  drop  into  a  chemist's  shop 
to  get  something  for  the  throat — ^and  there  must  be 
thousands  of  cases  in  which  people  have  been  warned  by 
the  chemist  that  theirs  is  a  case  for  medical  advice.  Or, 
failing  to  receive  .gratuitous  information  from  the  phar- 
macist as  they  do  at  present,  they  would  be  driven  more 
than  ever  into  the  arms  of  the  patent  medicine  manufac- 
turers;  and  even  the  organisations  of  the  medical  men 
are  not  strong  enough  to  suppress  patent  jnedicines. 
And,  again,  would  the  average  general  practitioner  be 
thankful  if  every  member  of  the  public  who  developed 
a  slight  sore  throat  or  a  few  spots  ran  to  him  every  time 
to  ask  if  he  was  sickening  for  diphtheria  or  small-po.x '/ 
I  think  not.  Such  a  suggestion  for  new  legislation  is 
only  another  indication  to  pharmacists  that  there  are 
people  constantly  on  the  alert  for  an  opportunity  to 
deprive  them  of  another  portion  of  their  living;  and, 
coming  at  a  time  when  a  committee  is  sitting  to  inquire 
into  their  business,  it  is  a  far  from  pleasant  reminder 
that  chemists,  whose  w'hole  future  is  in  the  balance,  are 
completely  in  the  dark  as  to  what  is  happening.  One 
wonders  whether  in  the  next  generation  there  will  be 
any  chemists'  shops  left  as  we  know  them ;  already 
grocers  and  general  stores,  not  content  with  selling 
patent  medicines,  are  making  displays  of  dressings,  etc., 
at  prices  which  leave  even  the  so-called  store  chemist 
wondering;  in  fact,  with  the  exception  of  dispensing  and 
selling  things  containing  scihedu.led  poisons,  there  is  no 
part  of  our  trade  whioli  is  not  pirated  in  every  direction.

Liquefy  the  resin,  add  the  coal-tar  distillate,  and 
when  thoroughly  incorporated,  and  while  the  mixture  is 
still  warm,  add  the  caustic  soda  and  lastly  the  oil.

Keep  the  bowels  in  condition,  and  do 
not  overload  the  stomach. 


Legal  Queries 

X.  Y.  Z.  (7/1). — With  reference  to  the  particulars  pub- 
lished in  the  papers  of  wills  of  which  probate  has  been 
granted,  what  is  the  difference  between  the  "  gross 
value  "  of  the  estate  and  the  net  jjeiisonalty  "?  [The 
Tross  value  ishows  the  value  of  the  whole  of  the  property 
left  by  the  testator  without  deductions  ;  the  net  per- 
sonalty is  the  value  of  the  property  left  exclusive  of 
freeliold  land  and  houses,  and  after  deducting  all  debts 
and  expenses  chargeable  against  the  estate.] 

Legal  (5/1). — Property,  subject  to  a  mortgage,  is  left 
to  a  widowl  for  life  and  afterwards  to  her  daughter. 
The  widow  pays  off  debts  owing  by  the  estate  out  of  iier 
own  income  ;  sells  some  of  the  ijroperty  and  pays  off  the 
mortgage  on  the  remainder ;  and  invests  the  balance  of 
the  proceeds  of  sale,  with  some  of  her  own  money,  in 
the  purchase  of  a  house.  Is  the  widow  entitled  to  dispose 
of  this  house  by  her  will  to  a  person  other  than  her 
daughter  ?  [The  widow  appears  to  have  mixed  the  trust 
money  with  her  own  and  the  daughter  is  entitled  to  an 
account  showing  what  proportion  of  the  money  repre- 
sented by  the  house  is  due  to  her  upon  her  mother's 
death.  It  is  probable  that  the  widow  is  entitled  to  leave 
the  house  under  her  will  to  whomsoever  she  pleases  ;  but 
that  the  daughter  will  have  a  first  claim  against  the 
widow's  estate  for  the  amount  due  to  her  which,  it' 
necessary,  will  have  to  be  determined  by  the  Court.]

Treatment  of  a  Cold 

The  following  improved  directions  are  given  for  the  dry 
treatment  of  a  cold:  — 

1.  Begin  with  a  sharp  aperient  in  the  solid  form  of  pills, 
swallowing  them  with  as  little  water  as  possible. 

2.  The  food  should  be  rather  less  in  quantity  and  more 
digestible  than  usual,  and  ait  first  should  be  dry;  later  on, 
the  moister  forms  of  food  are  more  easily  swallowed  and 
digested. 

3.  As  much  exeroise  as  passible  should  be  taken  in  warm 
clothing,  to  promote  the  action  of  the  skin  and  bowels. 

The  thirst  often  keeps  one  awake  at  night ;  but  this  may 
be  prevented  by  taking  a  small  opiate  or  fifteen  minims  of 
cblorodyne,  if  necessary  ;  and  it  is  probable  that  the  cold  is 
also  benefited  by  suoh  a  dose,  but  with  this  difference,  that, 
when  tbe  dry  treatment  has  been  carried  so  far  as  to  produce 
great  thirst,  it  is  almost  certain  that  opium  will  not  produce 
diaphoresis,  and  therefore  does  not  render  exposure  more 
dang-eroas.  As  a  rule  it  will  be  found  that  twenty-four 
hours  give  immense  relief ;  thirty-six  to  forty-eight  hours 
effect  a  cure ;  and  sixty  hours  make  it  sure  and  certain. 
But  during  the  latter  part  of  the  time  the  treiatment  is  not 
ait  all  interfered  with  by  a  few  teaspoonsf uls  of  water  taken 
with  food  ;  and  in  all  cases  the  return  to  drink  must  he 
very  gradual,  commencing  with  small  quantities  of  fluid, 
which  must  be  simple  and  non-stimulating.

income  Tax  on  Foreigners'  Agents.— Income  tax  i.s 
chargeable  on  the  profits  accruing  to  any  person,  although 
not  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  from  any  trade, 
profession,  employment,  or  vocation  exercised  by  him 
within  the  United  Kingdom.  Where  the  trade  is  carried 
on  through  a  resident  agent,  such  agent  may  be  assessed 
in  place  of  the  foreign  principal ;  but  if  the  principal 
comes  to  Great  Britain  he  may  be  assessed  in  his  own 
name.  Profits  made  by  a  non-resident  within  the  United 
Kingdom  have  to  be  distinguished  from  profits  made 
by  him  in  trading  with  the  United  Kingdom.  It  is  only 
the  former  that  are  liable  to  the  tax ;  and  business 
done  through  a  broker  or  general  commission  agent  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  his  business  as  such  does  not 
malte  the  non-resident  person  chargeable  to  income-tax 
in  the  name  of  such  broker  in  respect  of  the  profits  aris- 
ing from  the  business  thus  carried  out. 

Income-Tax  on  Foreigners. — If  a  foreigner  resides  in 
the  United  Kingdom  at  one  time  or  several  times  for  a 
period  equal  in  the  whole  to  six  months  in  any  year 
of  ajssessment,  he  is  chargeable  to  income-tax  on  any 
property,  wherever  situated,  and  on  the  profits  arising 
from  any  trade,  profession  or  vocation,  whether  exer- 
cised in  the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere.  Where  a 
foreigner  is  not  so  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  lie 
is  still  chargeable  in  respect  of  profits  arising  from  any 
property  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  from  any  trade, 
profession,  or  vocation  exercised  within  the  Kingdom. 
With  some  unimportant  exceptions,  a  person  not  resident 
in  this  country  cannot  obtain  any  allowance  in  respect 
of  earned  income  or  other  deduction  of  rate,  or  relief 
in  respect  of  insurance  premiums.  In  the  case  of  a 
company  doing  business  abroad  it  is  looked  upon  as 
resident  in  England  for  the  purposes  of  the  income-tax 
if  the  control  and  management  rests  with  somebody  in 
this  country. 

Income-Tax:  Partners. — Although  a  partnership  is 
not  in  English  law  an  entity  distinct  from  the  partners 
composing  it,  the  Income-Tax  Acts  require  that,  where 
any  trade  or  profession  is  carried  on  by  two  or  more 
persons  jointly,  the  assessment  of  the  profits  is  to  be 
made  in  the  partnership  name  separately  from  any  other 
assessment  to  which  any  of  the  partners  may  be  liable. 
This  is  so  even  if  one  or  more  of  the  partners  is  a 
sleeping  partner.  The  income-tax  return  of  the  firm  is 
required  to  be  made  by  the  "  precedent  acting  partner," 
that  is,  by  the  person  who  is  named  first  in  the  partner- 
ship agreemiant.  But  the  Commissioners  may,  if  they 
think  fit,  require  a  return  to  be  made  by  every  partner. 
In  the  case  of  a  foreign  firm  trading  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  if  none  of  the  partners  is  resident  in  this 
country,  the  return  is  required  to  be  made  by  the  agent 
or  manager  resident  here.  A  partnership  firm  is  not 
entitled  to  claim  the  allowances  granted  by  the  Acts  to 
individuals ;  but  this  does  not  stand  in  the  way  of  a 
partner  claiming  any  deduction  to  which  he  may  be 
entitled.  In  making  out  his  return  for  this  purpose  he 
has  to  gfve  his  share  of  the  firm's  assessment  as  his 
income  from  the  partnership  ;  if  he  is  an  active  partner 
he  is  entitled  to  have  this  classed  as  "  earned  "  income, 
but  not  if  he  is  a  sleeping  partner.  On  the  other  hand, 
a  partnership  is  not  liable  to  super-tax,  although  the 
individual  partners  may  be,  and,  unlike  a  company,  a 
partnership  is  allowed  to  pay  the  tax  by  instalments. 
If  within  the  year  of  assessment  or  the  year  on  the 
income  of  which  the  assessment  is  based  a  change  occurs 
in  the  personnel  of  the  partnership,  by  reason  of  someone 


ceasing  to  be  a  partner,  or  by  the  admission  of  a  new 
partner,  the  tax  is  to  be  computed  as  if  no  change  had 
taken  place.  But  if  it  can  be  shown  at  the  close  of 
the  year  that  the  income  of  the  firm  had  fallen  off 
owing  to  some  specific  cause  connected  with  the  with- 
drawal of  a  partner,  the  Commissioners  may  readjust 
the  assessment  to  allow  for  this ;  and,  as  and  from 
April  5,  1928,  in  the  case  of  a  change  in  the  personnel, 
if  those  engaged  in  the  trade  or  business  immediately 
before  the  change  and  those  who  were  in  the  firm  imme- 
diately after  the  change  so  desire,  they  may  have  tha 
profits  of  the  partnership  assessed  as  if  the  busine-ss  had 
been  discontinued  at  the  date  of-  the  change.  To  effect  this 
they  are  required  within  three  months  after  the  change 
takes  place  to  give  the  surveyor  a  notice  to  tliat  effect 
signed  by  all  of  them. 

Income-Tax i  Rates.— One  rate  of  income-tax,  called 
tlie  "  standard  "  rate,  is  imposed  on  all  incomes  by  the 
Finance  Act  of  each  year ;  but  in  effect  the  tax  is 
graduated,  so  far  as  individuals  are  concerned,  by  a 
system  of  allowances  and  deductions.  The  standard  rate 
under  the  Finance  Act,  1926,  is  4s.  in  the  f .  Companies 
and  other  bodies  of  persons  are  liable  to  pay  income- 
tax  at  the  full  standard  rate  and  upon  the  whole  of 
their  income,  unless,  of  course,  as  in  the  case  of  charities, 
they  are  entitled  to  some  special  exemption  or  relief. 
And  the  allowance  is  not  ordinarily  given  to  a  foreign 
trader  who  is  not  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom.  In 
the  case  of  the  super-tax,  which  is  in  essence  an  income- 
tax,  levied  on  the  amount  by  which  the  incomes  of  indi- 
viduals exceed  £2,000,  there  is  a  scale  of  rates  ranging 
at  the  present  time  from  9d.  in  the  £  on  incomes  between 
£2,0Q0  and  £2,500  to  6s.  on  incomes  exceeding  £30,000. 

Income-Tax  Recovery,  Legal  Means.— On  neglect  or 
refu.sal— to  pay  income-tax,  the  collector  may,  by  virtue 
of  his  Avarrant  of  appointment,  distrain  for  the  amount 
due.  But  before  doing  so  it  is  necessary  that  :  (1)  A 
notice  of  assessment  shall  have  been  duly  served  ;  (2)  the 
tax  shall  have  been  duly  demanded ;  and  (3)  unless  the 
demand  has  been  made  to  the  defaulter  himself  and  he 
has  refused  to  pay,  a  reasonable  time  shall  be  given 
to  comply  with  the  demand.  The  demand  is  required  to 
be  made  from  the  person  himself  or  at  the  place  of 
his  last  abode,  or  on  the  premises  in  respect  of  which, 
in  the  case  of  assessments  under  Schedule  A  or  Schedule 
B,  the  tax  is  charged.  If  for  the  purpose  of  distraining 
any  door  has  to  be  broken  open,  the  collector  should 
have  the  warrant  of  the  Commissioners.  If  the  tax  is  under 
Schedule  A  or  Schedule  B  any  chattels,  even  the  property 
of  a.  third  person,  found  on  the  land  may  be  seized  ;  but 
where  the  tax  is  one  solely  charged  on  the  defaulter, 
only  goods  which  belong  to  the  defaulter  may  be  seized. 
The  goods  seized  are  kept  for  five  days  at  the  cost  of 
the  debtor,  after  which  they  must  be  appraised  and  sold 
by  public  auction.  Any  execution  or  process  (except 
distress  for  rent  by  the  landlord)  is  subject  to  the 
Crown's  right  to  the  tax  for  one  whole  year.  On  neglect 
or  refusal  to  pay  within  ten  days  after  demand,  and 
in  default  of  sufficient  distress,  the  Commissioners  may 
commit  the  defaulter  to  prison  until  payment  of  or 
security  is  given  for  the  tax  and  costs.  The  warrant 
of  the  Commissioners,  issued  by  direction  of  the 
Treasury,  is  afterwards  required  for  his  release.  Any 
income-tax  may  also  be  recovered  with  costs  by  suit  in 
the  High  Court  as  a  Crown  debt,  or  by  other  means 
of  recovering  a  debt  of  record  to  the  Crown.  In  the 
case  of  the  income-tax  assessed  on  weekly  wage  earners, 
it  may  be  recovered  summarily  as  a  civil  debt  in  a 
magistrates'  court,  but  witliout  prejudice  to  other  methods 
of  recovery.  Where  a  married  woman  has  been  separately 
assessed,  the  power  to  distrain  for  the  tax  in  case  of 
non-payment  may  be  exercised  over  the  husband's  goods 
as  well  as  the  wife's ;  but  before  the  husband's  goods 
can  be  distrained  a  written  demand  must  be  made  on 
him  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  and  he 
must  have  seven  days  allowed  him  within  which  to  pay 
the  tax. 

Income  Tax  Repayment.— Where  income  tax  which 
was  not  due  has  been  paid,  it  can,  as  a  rule,  be  recovered 
provided    the    claim    for  repayment   is   m.ade  within 
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six  years  of  the  expiration  of  the  tax-yeai'  for  whiich  the 
duty  was  assessed.  Such  would  be  the  case  of  an  indi- 
vidual who  is  entitled  to  refund  of  what  was  paid  because 
his  income  did  not  exceed  £135;  or  where  the  individual 
was  charged  at  a  higher  rate  than  that  to  which  he  was 
liable,  or  where  an  individual  is  entitled  to  readjustment 
or  allowance  in  respect  of  children  under  sixteen  or 
relatives  occupied  in  looking  after  the  children,  or  in 
respect  of  life  insurance  premiums  paid  by  him.  Where 
tax  h^s  been  paid  by  any  person  twice  for  the  same 
year  and  in  respect  of  the  same  source  of  income,  repay- 
ment may  be  claimed  under  the  same  conditions ;  so  also 
income  tax  paid  in  respect  of  charities,  almshouses, 
public  schools  and  similar  institutions  ;  and  where  a  busi- 
ness has  ceased  in  the  course  of  the  financial  year  repay- 
ment may  be  claimed  of  the  excess  of  tax  paid.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  claim  for  repayment  hais  in  some 
cases  to  be  made  within  one  year  of  the  end  of  the  tax 
year  in  which  it  was  assessed.  Such  would  be  the  case 
of  a  lessor  of  plant  or  machinery  claiming  an  allowance 
for  wear  and  tear  ;  and  where  an  allowable  loss  has  been 
incurred  in  the  course  of  the  year  of  assessment.  All 
claims  for  repayment  have  to  be  made  on  the  appropriate 
form,  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Claims  Branch, 
Somerset  House,  and  must  be  allowed  by  the  general 
Commissioners  of  Taxes  for  the  district  in  which  the 
claimant  resides,  and  whether  he  has  been  personally 
charged  in  that  district  or  not.  Penalties  are  imposed 
on  persons  gnilty  of  making  fraudulent  claims.  The 
claimant  must,  of  course,  prove  that  the  tax  has  been 
paid.  Where  the  assessment  is  on  an  income  derived 
from  the  profits  of  a  trade  or  profession,  the  collector's 
receipt  should  accompany  the  claim.  If  the  tax  was  one 
under  Schedule  A  (landlord's  property  tax)  or 
Schedule  B,  the  .address  of  the  land  and  the  rent  or 
annual  value  should  also  be  given 

Income-tax  Returns. — liability  to  make  return  for 
income-tax  ari.ses  when  the  assesisor  for  any  division, 
acting  on  the  precept  of  the  District  Commissioners, 
affixes  the  notice  callinig  for  returns  on  th«  door  of  the 
parish  church.  The  precept  also  requires  the  assessor 
to  send  a  particular  notice  to  every  person  chargeable 
within  his  area.  Anyone  served  with  this  notice  is 
required  wathin  the  time  thereon  set  out  to  make  return 
of  the  annual  value  of  land  in  his  occupation  and  of  his 
profits  or  gains  under  each  of  the  schedules.  Tlie  liability 
to  make  a  return  is  also  imposed  on  everyone  acting  in 
any  oha.iacter  on  belhalf  of  another  who,  by  reason  of 
incapacity,  such  as  infancy,  lunacy,  or  the  like,  or  of 
non-residence  in  the  United  Kingdom,  cannot  by  reason 
of  such  incapacity  or  non-residence  be  personally  charged. 
In  the  case  of  a  oompamy,  thie  return  must  be  made  by 
the  S'Bcretary  or  other  official  doing  the  duties  of  secre- 
tary, and  in  the  case  of  a  firm  the  return  is  required 
from  the  precedent  acting  partner,  that  is,  the  partner 
whose  name  comes  fiirsit  in  the  partnership  agreement. 
Employers  employing  weekly  wage-earners  may  be  called 
upon  to  maJke  returns  of  the  wages  of  such  wage-earners, 
and  any  employer  may  l>e  required  to  give  a  list  of  all 
his  employees,  with  particulars  cf  tiheir  yearly  remunera- 
tion, where  this  is  above  the  limit  of  exemption.  If  a 
person  has  two  reaidemoes  which  are  in  moi'e  than  one 
parish,  or  carries  on  a  trade  or  business  in  more  parishes 
than  O'ne,  he  may  be  called  upon  to  make  return  for  each 
parish.  Neglect  to  make  the  return  called  for  involves 
liability  to  a  fine  of  £50  and  treble  the  duty ;  but  the 
fine  is  not  to  exceed  £5  if  the  defaulter  is  not  in  fact 
chargeable  to  any  tax.  If  any  person  makes  a  false 
statement  in  a  return,  he  is  liable  on  summary  convic- 
tion to  six  months'  imprisonment,  and  anyone  aiding  and 
abetting  another  to  make  a  false  oi'  fraudulent  return  is 
liable  to  a  fine  of  £5(X).  Where  the  question  arises  of 
the  annual  value  of  some  premises  under  Schedule  A, 
the  occupier  may  be  called  upon  to  produce  the  lease  or 
agreement  under  which  he  holds.  Any  person  liable  to 
super-tax  has  to  give  notice  of  his  liability  before 
September  30  in  the  year  concerned;  and  the  Special 
Comniii3s.ioners,  who  are  responsible  for  the  levying  of 
the  tax,  may  i-equire  a  return  from  any  peison.  If  any- 
one without  reasonable  excuse  fails  to  make  the  return 


or  giive  the  notice,  he  is  liable  to  a  penalty  'of  £50;  and 
after  conviction  he  is  liable  to  a  like  penalty  for  every 
day  during  wliioh  the  failure  continues. 

Income,  Wife's. — The  rule  is  that,  where  a  married 
woman  is  living  with  her  husband,  her  income,  from 
whatever  source,  is  to  be  regarded  as  his  income,  and 
he  and  not  his  wife  is  to  be  assessed  for  her  income  and 
is  liable  to  the  tax  on  it.  But  either  husband  or  wife 
may,  within  six  months  of  July  6  in  any  year  of  assess- 
ment, apply  for  separate  as'sessment.  They  are  then 
separately  assessed,  but  the  total  allowances  by  way  of 
relief  given  on  the  separate  assessments  are  not  to  exceed 
those  which  would  be  granted  if  only  one  assessment 
were  made  on  both  incomes.  And  where  a  married 
woman  is  living  apart  from  her  husband,  and  is  acting 
as  a  sole  trader  or  is  entitled  to  any  property  or  profits 
to  her  separate  use,  she  is  assessable  as  if  she  were  sole 
and  unmarried ;  and  the  allowances  granted  then  to  each 
are  those  to  which  separate  individuals  would  be  entitled. 
A  married  woman  living  apart  from  her  husband  in  the 
United  Kingdoan  might  even  be  assessed  as  his  agent 
during  his  absence  abroad  if  she  received  any  allowance 
from  him  othervv-ise  than  in  her  own  right.  These  rules 
apply  also  to  super-tax,  but,  as  super-fax  is  chargeable 
on  the  assessment  to  income-tax  of  the  year  before,  it 
is  sometimes  of  iniportance  to  remember  that  a  husband 
is  liable  to  super-tax  as  from  the  date  only  of  the  mar- 
riage. The  application  for  separate ' assessment,  so  that 
the  incomes  of  husband  and  wife  may  be  charged 
separately,  is  to  be  made  within  six  months  of  July  6 
in  the  year  of  super-tax  assessment,  not  of  the  year  the 
income  of  which  is  the  basis  of  charge.  And  a  separate 
ass&ss.nient  affords  no  relief  either  as  to  liability  or  as  to 
amount  of  super-tax. 

Inconsistency  in  Selling. — Spasmodic  efforts  are  of  little 
value  on  the  selling  side  of  business;  it  is  persistent  and 
consistent  effort  which  brings  results.  S^Decial  selling 
schemes,  advertisements,  window  displays  and  so  on  are 
excellent;  but  they  should  be  regarded  as  methods  of 
accelerating  the  progress  of  sales,  and  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  keep  up  the  figure  reached  by  such  special 
methods.  If  things  are  allowed  to  slacken  down  again 
after  a  special  selling  campaign,  a  great  deal  of-  the 
time,  labour  and  money  expended  will  be  wasted,  and 
many  of  the  results  o'btained  will  be  rendered  value- 
less. Each  department  on  the  selling  side  of  the  busi- 
ness must  be  run  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  It  is 
waste  of  money  to  advertise  and  create  a  large  public 
demand,  if  steps  are  not  taken  beforehand  to  ensure 
that  the  retailer  has  adequate  stocks.  Retailers  will  do 
well  to  fajniliarise  themselves  as  far  as  possible  with 
manufacturers'  advertising.  When  stocks  of  any  article 
become  short,  the  retail  chemist  should  remove 
specimens  of  that  particular  article  from  the  window, 
so  as  not  to  convey  a  false  impression.  If  he  advertises 
locally,  he  should  do  it  systematically,  and  in  con- 
junction with  his  window  display.  By  making  these 
two  auxiliaries  of  selling  join  forces  he  will  get  much 
better  results  than  if  he  uses  them  haphazard.  Super- 
lative descriptions  should  be  rigidly  avoided.  To  describe 
any  product  as  "The  best  in  the  world"  or  "The 
finest  on  the  market  "  conveys  nothing  to  the  potential 
customer.  Such  terms  are  generally  used  loosely  for  lack 
of  a  better  description;  and  when  it  is  realised  that 
two  rival  products  are  often  featured  on  the  same  page' 
or  hoarding,  both  advertised  as  "  the  best,"  it  will 
be  appreciated  that  such  exaggerated  claims  are  wholly 
ineffective.  Advertising  of  all  kinds,  to  be  consistent, 
must  contain  real  facts,  not  sweeping,  unqualified  state- 
ments.

Formed  in  1913  "  to  provide  a  central  organisation  foi' 
promoting  and  protecting  the  interests  of  proprietors  of 
and  companies  and  persons  interested  in  retail  distribut- 
ing stores  or  shops."
